In a sound horse a small bone 
on the inside of the leg Is attaeheal to a lar­ 
ger one and this kept iu place by a ligament 
which is a tom'll elastic, fibrous growth, ad­ 
mirably adapted to its use. 
By a sudden 
wrench this ligament Is ruptured; inflammation 
ensues, and in the process, the ligament is ab­ 
sorbed and wholly disappears. 
Then nature 
comes to the rescue. 
It wou’t do to let that 
bone “lie around loose,’’ it mast be fastened 
and kept in place. 
To do tills, nature throw* 
out a l*ony deposit w hich by and by takes the 
place of tin* ligament and does the work of 
the ligament as well os it can. 
The bony de­ 
posit is more or less porous in its nature and 
rough in its outline.

If not, a strong liniment well rubbed In, 
or u light blister, applied, not directly upon 
the hurt, but a little way from it.

S lir ia k a c r of d r a i n . 


L may not often occur to the thoughts of 
farmers how great the shrinkage of grain may­ 
be when stored over wiuter. 
In some cases 
it is better for farmers to sell cheap In the 
fall, while corn is still undried, than to wait 
for higher prices lo the spring, when the 
shrinkage may have been greater than the in­ 
crease in price. 
An Agriculturist writer says 
he had a quantity carefully measured aud put 
in sack*. 
It remained in a cool barn in this 
way tor three months. 
When the sacks were 
first filled the mouths could be scarcely tied, 
they were so full. 
At the end of three months 
there w as apparently plenty of room for more. 
For curiosity, some of it was measured; and 
it was found two quarts per bushel had fallen 
away, which is a loss of about seven per cent. 
The place where the seed was kept was very- 
unfavorable to waste—there was no heat or 
wind to dry it up—and it may be taken as the 
very lowest per centage of loss. 
Under other 
circumstances the loss by saviug six months 
may often reach as high a3 twenty per cenL 
These things should be considered by those 
who are inclined to hold on for a chance of 
a rise. 
Another consideration strikes one 
here. 
People often complain that they get 
short weight or measure. 
No doubt that this 
is too ofteu the case; hut it is likely that in 
some instances the difference is as much in 
shrinkage as in intention.

B o n o S p a v i n . 
What is it? Iu u sound hcrse a small bone 
on the inside of the leg is attached to a lar­ 
ger one and this kept iu place by a ligament 
which is a tough elastic, librous growth, ad­ 
mirably adapted to its use. 
By a sudden 
wrench this ligament is ruptured; inflammation 
ensues, and in the process, the ligament Í3 ab­ 
sorbed and wholly disappears. 
Then nature 
come3 to the rescue. 
It won’t do to lot that 
bone “lie around loose,’’ it must be fastened 
and kept in place. 
To do this, nature throws 
out a bony deposit which by and by takes the 
place of the ligament and does the work of 
the ligament as well as it can. 
The bony de­ 
posit is more or less porous in its nature and 
rough in its outline. 
Its size and shape seems 
to depend mainly upon the amount of inflam­ 
mation, and the violence with which it oper­ 
ates. 
The more there is of it the larger is the 
“lump." 
The longer it continues the more 
excessive 
is 
the irritation which excites 
the 
bony secretion ; 
when 
the inflamma­ 
tion has wholly subsided 
and 
the bony 
connection 
i s " fully 
established, there is 
usually a decrease of lameness, aud after a 
time the animal regains a modified use of the 
njured limb. If the deposit is not excess 
give, and no roughness exists to interfere with 
the action of the muscles in the parts, the 
lameness is not noticeable. 
But the action 
of the joints is permanently changed. 
A 
spavined horse cannot bring his foot straight 
forward by flexing the liock-joint as lie did 
before the injury. 
He uow swings that joint 
by a curved motion outward, and then raises 
his foot on a tine pointing nearly in the direc­ 
tion of the opposite fore foot; of course it is 
idle to say that a bone-spaviu is not an uu- 
soundness, even though the animal is not per­ 
ceptibly lame. 
lie has not the original free 
use of that most important joint, and hence 
must do his work at a disadvantage. 
The “post mortem'’ of a spavined horse 
will disclose this matter to anybody’s satis­ 
faction.

Keep the 
place well bandaged aud wet constantly with 
cold water. 
This is geuerally all that is need­ 
ed. 
If not, a strong liniment well rubbed in, 
or a light blister, applied, not directly upon 
the hurt, but a little way from it. 
Don’t ag­ 
gravate the matter by too harsh treatment.— 
and above all let the animal rest. Make the 
case your own. 
Sprain your own knee—rup­ 
ture the ligaments which keep the muscles in 
place; let it get swelled and sore; and then 
let somebody’heat an iron red hot and stroke 
your knee with it. 
Or let him give you a 
wheelbarrow loaded with a barrel of flour and 
then drive you off a mile or two—just for ex­ 
ercise, you know—and see how you like it. 
Wouldn’t you forget all about your lameness 
long enough, at lea3t, to kick your driver half 
way back again ? 
“ We reckon.” 
But what about taking the lump away? 
Well, you can do that by a dexterous use of 
corrosive sublimate. 
But suppose you do 
that, what then? 
You have ju3tthwarted na­ 
ture’s design. 
She has put on a patch to 
cover a rent, and yon have taken it oil again. 
She has spliced a broken axle tree, and you 
have takeu the splicing oil. 
See if you don’t 
got a downfall the next time you strike a 
stone. 
You have taken away nature’s substi­ 
tute for the original ligament aud have put 
your animal into a condition in which the 
next strain, will set up a new inflammation and 
raise a larger lump than you haye removed.— 
Take our advice: If you have got a horse 
from which “ the lump” of a bone spavin has 
been taken off, sell him the first chance you 
get, and see that you don’t cheat anybody in 
the trade.

S h r in k a g e o f G r a in . 
It may not often occur to tho thoughts of 
farmers how great the shrinkage of grain may­ 
be when stored over winter. 
In some cases 
it is better for farmers to sell cheap in the 
fall, while corn is still undried, than to wait 
for higher prices iu the spring, when the 
shrinkage may hove been greater than the in­ 
crease in price. 
An Agriculturist writer says 
he had a quantity carefully measured aud put 
in sacks. 
It remained in a cool barn in this 
way tor three months. 
When the sacks were 
first filled the mouth3 could be scarcely tied, 
they were so full. 
At the end of three months 
there was apparently plenty of room for more. 
For curiosity, some of it was measured; and 
it was found two quarts per bushel had fallen 
away, which is a loss of about seven per cent 
Tiie place where the seed was kept was very 
unfavorable to waste—there was no heat or 
wind to dry it up—and it may be taken as the 
very lowest per centage of loss. 
Under other 
circumstances the loss by saving six months 
may often reach as high as twenty per cent. 
These things should be considered by those 
who are inclined to hold on for a chance of 
a rise. 
Another consideration strikes one 
here. 
People often complain that they get 
short weight or measure. 
No doubt that this 
is too often the case; but it is likely that 
some instances the difference is as much in 
shrinkage as in intention.

This is a certiorari to review the proceedings 
of the County Clerk of Ulster County upon an 
affidavit made by him aud filed in the office of 
said Clerk under the provisions of various 
statutes, the first of which is entitled “ An Act 
to facilitate the construction of the New York 
and Oswego Midland Railroad, to authorize 
towns to subscribe to the capitalstock thereof,’* 
passed April 5th, 1666, and of lh* several acts 
amendatory thereof, to carry into effect tho 
purposes and provisions of the said act. 
Under the provisions of the amended act of 
1870, § 4. certain parties, being desirous that 
there should be a branch of this railroad to be 
extended from Ellenville, Ulster county, to the 
Hudson River, commenced proceedings to ob­ 
tain the consent of a majority of the taxable 
inhabitants repre«enting a majority of the 
taxable property of the town of Rochester, in 
said county, to that end, and assuming that 
they had succeeded in obtaining the pro|>er 
conVents, proved aud acknowledged in the 
m anila provide'I by said uct. they did, on the 
25th day of Starch, 1872, present the auld evi­ 
dence to the Clerk of the County of Ulster, rn 
order to procure the affidavit of the said Clerk 
proving the fact that a majority of the taxable 
property had been duly obtained according to 
the provisions of said net. 
Before the Clerk made his affidavit, accord­ 
ing to the requirements of the said aet, forty- 
six of the persons whose -names were sub­ 
scribed to such consents presented to and filed 
with said Clerk a paper declaring their wiili- 
Iruwal of said consents, aud that they there­ 
by cancelled aud annulled their consents 
therefor given, aud giving notice of their 
opposition to creating any liability upou the 
town for the construction of the said railroad.

3d, If the t'lerk entertains the case we ask 
for au opportunity to prove that the requisite 
consents have not been obtained, and that 
many signatures (etiough to reduce the con­ 
sents Indow the amount required to bomi) were 
Obtained by false representations as lo the 
contents of the pullers they signed, and many 
were obtained by fraud and bribery; aud that 
the papers submitted furnish no proof that the 
requisite consents have been obtained. 
That 
the majority in number of taxable names, and 
amount of taxable property, has not i»eeu ob­ 
tained. 
That the large number of the tax­ 
payers appearing on tho last assessment roll 
of the town of Rochester who have signed the 
consent to bond tile said town in aid of the 
New York k Oswego Midland Railroad Com­ 
pany, have withdrawn their consents and 
iven notice of such fact to the Clerk of Ulster 
county, and which names form part of the 
number now ap|»earing before tho Clerk to 
make the majority in number and umount of 
tax-payers ami taxable property appearing on 
the lain assessment roil of said town.

P. Potter, Justice:—The right or rather the 
authority to issue bonds in order to create a 
liability upon the town of Rochester and 
upon tho tax-payers thereof in aid of the 
railroad in question, was conditioned up­ 
on first obtaining the consent in writing 
of a majority of the tax-payers of such 
town owning or representing (as agent, presi­ 
dent, or otherwise including owflers of non­ 
resident lands) more than one-balf of the tax­ 
able property assessed, and appearing upou 
the assessment roll of the year preceding the 
date of acknowledging or proving the consents 
given or obtained. 
[Section 2 of Act of 5th 
of April, 1866, and Section 2 of the Act of 
1871.] 
These consents are required to be 


proved and acknowledged in the same manner 
as conveyances of realesiate are proved and ac­ 
knowledged; * • they shall state the amount 
of money authorized to be raised, Ac., and the 
fact that a majority of the said tax-payers, 
representing a majority of the taxable proper­ 
ly, has been obtained and acknowledged or 
proved shall be proved by the affidavits in 
wriling of one of the assessors of tho town [or 
city] or by the affidavit of the Town or County 
Clerk, and shall be endorsed upon or annexed 
to said written consent; and the said consent 
and affidavit shall be filed In the Town Clerk’s 
office of the town, and a copy thereof in the 
Comity Clerk’3 office of the County. * • 
And 
the same, or a certified copv thereof, shall bo 
evidence of the fact therein contained, and 
shall bo admitted in evidence* in anv court of 
this state and of any Judge or Justice thereof. 
And It shell be the duty of the said Assessors 
and Town and County Clerks to make such 
affidavit when said consent shall have been 
obtained, as iii said section provided. 
[Laws 
of 1866. § 2.] 
By an amendment to this 
Act in the same year, I860, Chapter 693, the 
original written consents of the tax-payers, 
proved and acknowledged ns aforesaid, are 
required to be recorded and filed in the office 
of the Clerk of the county, and a copy duly 
certified to be flied in the Town Clerk’s office. 
Under this amended Act the County Clerk 
alone tnUdo the affidavit. 
The first question 
raised by the defendant in answer to this writ 
now is that upon certiorari none but acts 
of ajiulcial nature can be reviewed, and that 
the proceedings before the County Clerk were 
not judicial—that the making of the affidavit 
of the Clerk was not a judicial act. 
The Clerk 
in tho case had a duty to perform, as a special­ 
ly constituted tribunal, created by statute.— 
He was clothed by this statute with authority, 
and was thereby called upon to exercise his 
judgment and discretion upon the examina­ 
tion of evidence, und thereupon to determine 
whether the preliminary acts of the petition­ 
ers required by 
statute bad been 
taken 
which created Hie power to bond tile town.— 
When he had thus exercised his Judgment and 
formed ail opinion, the making of tho affidavit 
was bat the record, expression or evidence of 
that judgment und direction. 
The exerc ise of 
hi3 judgment upon the question whether a ma­ 
jority of the taxpayers had given their consent, 
according to the law, to boud tho town was, I 
think, in lls nature judicial. 
(See Pierce vs. 
Wright, 45 How. IV. R. 7. 
Howland vs. El­ 
dridge, 43 N. Y. 4C6.) 
It is now well settled 
that the office of the writ of certiorari is to call 
up for review the proceedings anil determina­ 
tions of Inferior tribunals; aud it gives author­ 
ity lo review all questions of jurisdiction, 
(lower and authority of the inferior tribunal to 
do the act Cr acts complained of, to examine 
the evidence, and to examine whether there 
was competent proof of the facts necessary to 
authorize the adjudication made, mid whether. 
in making it any rule of law affecting the 
rights of the parties bas been violated (People 
vs. Smith, 45 N. Y. 777), and all questions of 
regularity iu the proceedings to be reviewed, 
whether the inferior tribunal has kept itself 
within the boundaries prescribed for it by the 
terms of the statute or by the principles of the 
common law. People vs. Wilbur, 57 Barb., 
600; People vs. Board of Assessors, 30 N. Y. 
81, 40 N. V. 154.)

CUBA. 


C om m ent* o n th e P re s id e n t’* .M enage. 
Havana, Dec. 18, via Key West, Dec. 19.— 
The Dlario of to-day comments on the Presi­ 
dent’s message. 
lit says: “ The person who 
telegraphed that the President expressed him­ 
self moderately In that part of the message 
bearing reference to Spain told an untruth. 
Certainly the President expresses the modera­ 
tion of satisfied vanity and an aim accom­ 
plished in treating of the Virginius affair, but 
the paragraph about Cuba deserves the quali­ 
fication of infamous libel, given to It by El 
Cronista. The paragraph is a repetition of the 
insults, calumnies and vulgarities which have 
been published everywhere against loyalists 
bere and which are now for the first time pub­ 
lished iii an official document, which ought to 
distingui-h itself by correctness of style and 
elevation of ideas. 
The President handles the 
question of the interior rule of Spain, the pro­ 
gress and solution of which belong exclusively 
to constitutional powers within thu Spanish 
nation. 
Ile assumes a species of protectorate 
or guardianship which would make even the 
weak and pusillanimous blush, which we re­ 
pulse, preferring death to dishonor a thousand 
times. 
We protest against the document in 
the name of the Spaniards of Cuba." 
Tile Voz de Cuba says of the message: 
“ We have carefully read the document, which 
should form an epoch in American official lit­ 
erature.” Of the part referring to the Island 
of Cuba it says: “ This in nothing resembles 
those dignified documents, elevated iii views 
and language, in which the first magistrates 
of the republic are accustomed to give an ac­ 
count to Congress, or rather to the nation, of 
Its internal and external relations. 
It appears 
impossible that Mr. Fish could advise or con­ 
sent to such a document. 
Tile President de­ 
scends into to him unknown regions and med­ 
dles with what Is not his business. 
The inte­ 
rior affairs of Spanish provinces are not under 
his Jurisdiction, and surely he ought not to 
treat them in a manner as far removed from 
truth as from decorum. 
Let President Grant 
demand the surrender of the Virginius if his 
conscience permits, but he must let ulotic po­ 
litical parties and interior matters of our 
country, things which are never to lie med­ 
dled with. 
He should remember that no na­ 
tion is more jealous than the American of 
similar interference, and as the pretensions of 
Great Britain were the prime cause of the 
war of 1812 we, imitating Americans 0/ that 
I 
Itime, are resolved to die if we cannot conquer 
pt rty Iii said town of Rochester than that 
before allowing such interference and tutil- 
whicli lie has derived from the assessment roll 
of said town for the year 1871. and such as is 
obtained from the said consents so given to 
the said borrowing of money on the faith arid 
credit, of said town: all of which consents, af- 
liduvit* and copy of assessment roll are re­ 
turned with the writ aud are liefore us for re­ 
view. 
The objections now raised are those 
which appear on the face of said papers, as 
well as also tile pitiers withdrawing consent 
and the objections filed with the County Clerk 
and insisted on before the making of his said 
aRi davit. 
The results obtained from the affidavit of 
the County Clerk, are, according to his find­ 
ing, that the whole amount of taxable prop­ 
erty of the town of Rochester In the year 1871 
appearing on the assessment roll is S6s7,710.- 
00. 
The amount represented by the persons 
consenting, is $393,000.00. 
due half of the 
taxable property is $343,633.00. 
The whole number of taxable inhabitants 
appearing on the assessment roll for 1871, Is 
740. 
The number who have signed consents 
is 395_ One-half of 740 taxpayers is 370.-— 
Majority of taxpayers giving consent is 25. 
The power of the legislature to pass an act 
to aid in the construction of such local public 
improvement as a railroad Is, It would seem, 
no longer a question to bo discussed In the 
courts. The treating of liability to the amount 
of $100,000 upon the private property of the 
taxpayers of this town to aid in the construc­ 
tion of a railroad, it may well be supposed, is 
greatly obnoxious to a large proportion of the 
taxpayers mid is calculated to provoke such a 
watchful jealousy by the parties opposed nj to 
demand that the preliminary steps shall be in 
strict compliance with constitutional power,! 
follow ed by a |K-rforrnauce of all the precedent 
conditions prescribed by the statute. 
It is 
seen by the statute in question that a way is 
provided by which Individual property of tho 
citizen may be taken from him by first creat­ 
ing a liability thereon, even against the con­ 
sent of the owner, through the instrumentality 
of written consents of a majority of the tax­ 
payers thereto and proof that the consents of 
n majority of such taxpay ers have been filed 
mid recorded with the County Clerk. 
Tiffs proof of filing and recording is now to 
; be made by the County Clerk. 
If this act of 
the Clerk is not judicial the statute provides 
none. 
The constitution of this state, Art. I, 
§ 6, declares that no (K-rsous shall be deprived 
of life, liberty or property without due process 
o f lait. 
Is the taking of property in the man­ 
ner provided rn this statute “ due process 
o f 
law." 
It 
was 
said 
in 
the Court 
of 
Appeal* 
per 
Comstock, 
J., 
13 
N. Y., 333: 
“ll is plain, belli upou principle 
and authority, that these constitutional safe­ 
guards, in all cases, require u judicial inres- 
tigalion, not to be governed by a law special­ 
ly enacted to take away and destroy existing 
rights, hut confined to the question whether, 
under the pre-existing rule of conduct, the 
right in controversy hat been lawfully ac­ 
quired, Af." 
(U’ynehamer agst, the People, 
13 N. I .. 395.) 
Johnson, J., in the same 
ease said, p. 418: 
* ‘ Without Judicial investi­ 
gation, without due process of law, no uct of 
legislation can deprive a man of Iii* property, 
aud that iii civil case* an act. of the Legis­ 
lature aloue is wholly inoperative to take from 
a man his property." In Tay lor vs. Porter, 4 
Hill, 146,1 Bronsou, J., in referring to this 
constitutional provision, said: 
“ The im-auiug 
of this section seems to be that no member of 
the state shall be disfranchised or deprived of 
any of hi* rights or privilege!*, unless the mat­ 
ter shall Im adjudged against him upon a 
trial had according to the course of the com­ 
mon law. 
It must be ascertained judicially, 
we. 
* 
* 
It cannot be Uoue tty mere legis­ 
lation." So, too, in Embury vs. Conner, 3 
N. V., 511, it was beld that a statute which 
authorizes the transfer of one man’s property 
to another without the consent of the owner 
is unconstitutional and void, although com­ 
pensation is made. 
lu reference to this same 
rinstitutional provision it was said iu Wester.- 
volt vs. Gregg. 12 N. Y., 209: 
“ Such an act 
as the Legislature may, iu the uncontrolled 
exercise of its power, think fit to pass, is in 
no sense the process of law designated by the 
constitution. ’ 
In Wynehamer vs. the People, 
Seldeu, J., said in reference to this provision 
of the constitution: 
“It must be understood 
to mean thai no person shall be deprived by 
any form of governmental action of either life, 
liberty or property, except as the consequence 
of some judicial preceeding, appropriately 
and legally conducted.” 
Au act of the Legislature of 1862, which 
authorized the seizure and sale of animal* 
trespassing on private enclosures, or running 
at lurge without judicial process or trial, was 
held lo Im.* a violation of this same provision 
of tile constitution. 
(Rockwell vs. Nearing, 
35 N. Y., 302.) 
These authorities are referred 
to because the question bas been distinctly 
raised on the argument that this liability has 
been created by an uct of the Legislature with­ 
out providing any judicial form in which the 
legality of the proceeding may be questioned 
by the parties interested. 
It is insisfed on 
the part of the defendants, which I think was 
an argument against themselves, that the 
County Clerk was invested with no judicial 
authority; that bi* duty in making the affida­ 
vit of tim existence of certaiu facts was mere­ 
ly ministerial, made so by statute. 
On the 
part of the relator it is claimed that the duty 
of tho clerk was judicial, but if not judicial, 
that then the act was unconstitutional, for 
the reason that it provided no judicial form 
or body between the Legislature and the citi­ 
zen. 
The statute is silent as to tho powers 
conferred upon tho Clerk beyond those men­ 
tioned. 
Nothing is better established uuder 
our form of government than that the Legis­ 
lature cannot themselves exercise judicial 
powers. 
They may in certain cases, in this 
class of case*, declare who may exercise ju­ 
dicial power; they may confer it upon the 
County Judge, or upon the County Clerk, and 
they may declare what shall be received as

UNITED STATES CONGRESS. 


SEN A TE. 
W ashington, Dec. 19.—The following Is the 
salary bill as amended by the Committee on 
Retrenchment; 
Be it enaoted, Ac., that so much of the act 
of March Sd, 1873, a* provides for increased 
compensation of members of Congress and the 
several officers and employees of either house 
of Congress or both, be and the same is there­ 
by repealed, and the salaries and compensa­ 
tion of all said persons shall be as fixed by 
the laws In force at the time of passage of 
said act. 
Section 2. 
That the compensation of the 
several heads of departments shall be each 
$8,000 per annum. 
Section 3. 
That the Secretary of the 
Treasuary be required to cover into UieTreas- 
nary all sums that may remain uudrawn or 
which have been recorded as Increased com­ 
pensation under the provisions of said act 
approved March 3d, 1873, and which shall 
have or may come Into his possession by 
return there. 
Mr. CHANDLER of Michigan said Con­ 
gress 
had been here three "weeks, during 
which thev had increased the price of gold, 
deranged business and now wanted to go 
home. 
If there was not time to mend tile 
bankrupt law before the holidays or pass a 
new one he hoped tho old oho would be re­ 
scinded at least. 
Mr. BOREMAN of West Virginia opposed 
the re|K*al of the bankrupt law, though ho 
favored amendment thereof.

Mr. MORTON of Indiana submitted a re-so­ 
lution that the Committee on Judiciary be in­ 
structed that iii any bill they may report in re­ 
gard to the bankrupt law, whether for its re- 
jieal or amendment* thereto, that such repeal 
or such amendment* a* relate to ae s, cause* 
or condition* by virtue of which any person 
may be throw! Into involnotaly bankruptcy 
shall lie made retroactive, and to date back 
and take effect at a period not later than the 
first of Decenitier, 1873.

to give notice that the Senate wonld act upon 
this matter. 
Mr. SUMNER of Massachusetts objected to 
tho debate and the resolution went over.

I saw them put od to the ship 
which had nm the steamship down aud wtiicb 
fortunately had kept afloat and hove to about 
half a mile under the steamer’s stem.

two boats wore filled with French sailors and 
firemen. 
Some forty men were making fran­ 
tic and useless efforts to get another boat over

side.

From an untecbnical point of view the la­ 
bored attem pt made by a writer in an ex­ 
change to show tlirt the Loch Earn ought not 
to have collided wffh the Ville du Havre and 
would not if the helmsman of the sailing ves­ 
sel had only put his helm to starboard accord­ 
ing to the rule, is a3 idle a piece or work as 
can be conceived oí. 
The world is loaded 
with post-facto wisdom about which there is 
often just this trouble, that It cannot be made 
ante-facto wisdom. 
The combination of cir­ 
cumstances which as a whole produced the 
Ville du Havre disaster will never recur; and 
any calculation of chances based upon them 
would be about as valuable as a coljisiou be­ 
tween two other ships in that samé spot i3 
probable. 


There are very few people in this wicked 
world whoso characters would bear strict 
analysis even by human eyes and according 
to human staudards. 
This fact, so far as he 
is concerned, nominee Williams Í3 finding, but 
to his great discomfort, as we suppose. Down 
deep in the privacy of the committee-room the 
judiciary gentlemen are examining for him that 
awful autobiography which every mau writes 
for himself. Williams meanwhile thinks of the 
stories about Venice and the masked Council 
of Ten which be read when he was an inno­ 
cent boy. 
Why lingers the coming Chief Jus­ 
tice so long in the concealing swaddling- 
clothes of a secret investigation ? 
What has 
he done; or are wo to be astonished with the 
precedent that bad character is to be consid­ 
ered a barrier to office ? If Williams is tough 
enough he may stand a few more days of the 
Congressional gridiron. 


The funeral of the late Prof. Agassiz was, 
as to its character, a fittiug counterpart to his 
life: it was grandly 3imple and Impressive. 
The chapel at Harvard University was filled 
with those between whom and himself there 
had ever been the highest mutual apprecia­ 
tion. 
Longfellow was there, a patriarch 
among the poets, and one acquainted with 
grief.

made—but space forbids. 
Suffice it that 
genius, knowledge, age and fame looked into 
Agassiz’s grave, 
liued 
with 
resurrection 
sprays, and sorrowfully wondered at the ways 
of God. 


A v era g e* . 
The tendency just now on the part of writ­ 
ers and talkers of all sort3 to avoid extremes 
in classifying things is very marked.

word “ average” has come into almost as 
constant use as a poker in winter or a glass 
of lemon soda in August. 
We are introduced 
to the “ average” Congressman,the “average” 
poet, the “ average” coal-heaver, the “ aver­ 
age” preacher, and so on through the list.— 
There is a much profounder philosophy in this 
tbau most people imagine who find the word 
so convenient 
When the average of any type 
of things or beings is ascertained we have 
struck what Lowell calls the “ ’riginal idea” of 
the said class order. 
An ^individual who is 
larger or smaller, greater or less than the av­ 
erage sutlers a proportionate disadvantage. 
A tall man is always iu his own way and a 
short mau is always in other folk’s way. 
A 
pendulum of any given length may be swung 
beyond its natural arc by extraneous force [or 
be confined within it in the same manner; but 
when released from interference will at once 
return to its habitual passage over an unvary­ 
ing distance.

she was beyond the average—outside the stan­ 
dard which nature has as surely established for 
ships as she has for peaches or coru-3lalks. 
We should like to know, in case the proposed 
new tax on tea, coflee and whiskey is actually 
assessed and collected, what will he the “ av­ 
erage” opinion of the people about it ? 


T h e Spit ic o n Q u e s tio n . 
Mr. Joseph Stone, of Paris, being in New 
York, concluded to visit the Union Square 
Theatre to see the play. 
No one would find 
fault with him for this, except perhaps those 
ultra good people who don’t go to plays tliern- 
flelves, and so don’t want such men as Stone 
to go. 
Accompanying Mr. Stone was his 
friend Lord Talbot, who we are told is the 
second son of the Duke of Sutherland, who 
we suppose must be some sort of an English­ 
man. There were also two young ladies who 
went along to protect the two young men 
from harm. 
The quartette, on arriving at the 
temple of Thespis (we believe that is the 
classical name for it), were seated, not in 
chairs openly, but in a private proscenium 
box, as was certainly the right thing for so 
distinguished a party. 
On gotting closeted 
therein, so snug and cosy and warm, Mr. 
Stone suddenly became aware of a spit-box, 
lying, like Villikins’ “ cup of cold pison,” 
right down by his side. 
Now, if there was 
one thiug more than another the sight and 
smell of which always excited Mr. Stono to 
uncontrollable frenzy, it was a spit-box. 
As 
his friend, Lord Talbot, was pleased to ob­ 
serve, “ Wliat an ’orrid hobject!” Stone hesi­ 
tated not a moment—he lifted the oflending 
but useful vessel daintily in his kid-gloved 
fingers aud set it outside the box, upon the 
stage, in sight of everybody in the house, and 
directly in front of Miss Rose Eytinge, the 
actress, just as an actor, of course in cbarac 
ter, was about avowing his burning passion 
for that lady. Stone had put his foot in it. A 
howl of wrath and insulted delicacy arose 
from the entire audience. 
Stone remained 
firm, as men oí his kind usually do. 
Stone, 
even with the aristocratic assistance of his 
friend, Lord Talbot, was unable to see why 
the spit-box should be more of an ofleuce to 
people outside of the box than it was to him 
inside of the box. 
Besides, inasmuch as Stone 
and his party found the humble vessel in the 
box when they entered it, how could he, 
or Lord Talbot either 
for 
that matter, 
tell that it had not been placed there 
purposely to insult him? 
However, when 
the curtain fell, as curtains always do in 
time, 
Stone 
received a message 
from 
the proprietor of the box requesting his 
presence at once at the office of the hotel. 
Stone went, and then, we grieve to say, 
ensnedmuch unpleasantness. 
Mr. Sheridan 
Shook, who owned the box, felt It his duty to 
demand an explanation of Stone’s conduct in 
the theatre. 
The answer was that spil-boxes 
in this country were too numerous and too 
noxions, and that he—Joseph Stone of Paris— 
didn't propose to submit to it. 
The explana­ 
tion was not satisfactory to Shook, who there­ 
upon shook Stone to his very foundations, 
and also pulled his (Stone’*) nose until it 
bled; at the same time applying his boot to 
the most exposed and approachable part of 
Stone’s person. 
This grand final* ended|tbe 


by-play and the young gentleman from Paris 
rqjoined his friend, Lord Talbot, in 
Mr. 
Shook’s softly-cushioned box, where, let us 
hope, he gradually recovered his equanimity. 
What disposition was finally made of the spit- 
box we really don’t know. 
The question 
whose importance transcends all others in 
connection with this case is this: 
Was not 
Stone too severely dealt with when everything 
is taken into account ? 
We are an expectora­ 
ting people and the spit-box is a national 
necessity—and would be a national nuisance 
if we were not so accustomed to its universal 
presence as not to notice it. 
Stone had not 
been educated to fraternize with a spit-box in 
early life and hence had a prejudice against 
it. 
We think Stine’s was a bard case and 
that his friend, Lord Talbot, wa3 jusdfied 
in remarking that this “was a blarsted mean 
country."

C harles W. Deyo, County Clef.k of U lster 
County. 
This is a certiorari to review the proceedings 
of the County Clerk or Ulster County upou an 
affidavit made by him and tiled in the office of 
said Clerk under the provisions of various 
statutes, the first of which is entitled “An Act 
to facilitate the construction of the New York 
and Oswego Midiaud Railroad, to authorize 
towns to subscribe to the capital stock tbereor,” 
passed April 5th, 1866, and of the several acts 
amendatory thereof, to carry into efloct tlio 
purposes and provisions of the said act. 
Under the provisions of the amended act of 
1870, § 4, certain parties, being desirous that 
there should be a branch of this railroad to be 
extended from Ellenville, Ulster county, to the 
Hudson River, commenced proceedings to ob- 
taiu the consent of a majority of the taxable 
inhabitants representing a majority of the 
taxable property of the town of Rochester, in 
said county, to that end, and assuming that 
they had succeeded in obtaining the proper 
consents, proved and acknowledged in the 
m aniift provided by said act, they did, on the 
25th day of March, 1872, present the said evi­ 
dence to the Clerk of the County of Ulster, iu 
order to procure the affidavit of the said Clerk 
proving the fact that a majority of the taxable 
property had been duly obtained according to 
the provisions of said act. 
Before the Clerk made his affidavit, accord­ 
ing to the requirements of the said act, forty- 
six of the per3ous whose .names were sub­ 
scribed to such cousents presented to and filed 
with said Clerk a paper declaring their with­ 
drawal oí said consents, and that they there­ 
by cancelled and annulled their consents 
tnerefor given, aud giving notice of their 
opposition to creating any liability upon the 
town for the construction of the said railroad. 
The signatures to these withdrawals were duly 
verified. 
Certain other parlies, tax-payers of 
the town, appeared before the Clerk, before 
said affidavit was made by him, and made and 
filed certain legal objections, and offered to 
make proof before him of the statements bo 
made as follows: 
We object to the Clerk making the affidavit 
or giving the certificate asked for, 
1st, Because the act is unconstitutional. 
2d, The general bonding act rep eal the 
special act under which the town of Rochester 
is sought to be bonded, and this proceeding 
should be before the County Judge. 
3d, If the Clerk entertains the case we ask 
for an opportunity to prove that the requisite 
consents have not been obtained, and that 
many signatures (enough to reduce the cou­ 
sents below the amount required to bond) were 
obtained by false representations as to the 
contents of the papers they signed, and many 
were obtained by fraud and bribery; and that 
the papera submitted furnish no proof that the 
requisite consents have been obtained. 
That 
the majority in number of taxable names, and 
amount of taxable property, has not beeu ob­ 
tained. 
That the large number of the tax­ 
payers appearing on tbc last assessment roll 
of the town of Rochester who have signed the 
consent to bond the said town in aid of the 
New York & Oswego Midland Railroad Com­ 
pany, have withdrawn their Gonsents and 
given notice of such fact to the Clerk o( Ulster 
coauty, aud which names form part of the 
number now appearing before the Clerk to 
make the majority in number aud amount of 
tax-payers and taxable property appearing on 
the last assessment roll oí said town. 
That 
many persons whoso names appear to the pe­ 
tition never signed them nor authorized the 
same.

Alter the filing of these offers and the objec­

davits and acknowledgments appearing upon 
or annexed to the eonsents taken before of­ 
ficers, the signatures of which officers I knew 
to bo genuine, and that I had no power to take 
proof other than was submitted to me written 
upon or annexed to said consents.”

P. P otter, Justice:—The righl or rather the 
authority to issue bonds in order to create a 
liability upon the town of Rooliester and 
upon the (ax-payers thereof In aid of tho 
railroad in question, was conditioned up­ 
on first obtaining the consent in writing 
of a majority of the tax-payers of such 
town owning or representing (as agent, presi­ 
dent, or otherwise including owfiers of non­ 
resident lands) more than one-half of the tax­ 
able property assessed, and appearing upou 
the assessment roil of the year preceding the 
date of acknowledglngor proving the consents 
given or obtained. 
[Section 2 of Act of 5th 
of April, 1866, and Section 2 of the Act of 
1871.] 
These consents are required to be 


proved and acknowledged in the same manner 
as conveyances of real esiate are proved and ac­ 
knowledged; • * they shall state the amount 
of money authorized to be raised, <fcc., and the 
fact that a majority of the said lax-payers, 
representing a majority of the taxable proper­ 
ly, has been obtained and acknowledged or 
proved shall be proved by the affidavits in 
writing of one of the assessors of the town [or 
city] or by the affidavit of the Town or County 
Clerk, and shall be endorsed upon or annexed 
to said written consent; and the said consent 
and affidavit shall be filed in the Town Clerk’s 
office of the town, and a copy thereof in the 
County Clerk’3 office of the County. * • And 
the same, or a certified copy thereof, shall be 
evidence of the fact therein contained, and 
shall be admittod in evidenco in any court or 
this state and of any Judge or Justice thereof. 
And it shall be the duty of the said Assessors 
and Town and County Clerks to make such 
affidavit when said consent shall have been 
obtained, as in said section provided. 
[Laws 
of 1866. § 2.] 
By an amendment to this 
Act in the same year, I860, Chapter 695, the 
original written 'consents of the tax-payers, 
proved and acknowledged as aforesaid, are 
required to be recorded and filed in the office 
of the Clerk of the couuty, and a copy duly 
certified to be filed in the Town Clerk’s offlco. 
Under this amended Act the County Clerk 
aloné mfido the affidavit. 
The first question 
raised by the defendant in answer to this writ 
now is that upon certiorari none but acts 
of a judcial nature can be reviewed, aud that 
the proceedings before the County Clerk were 
not judicial—that the making of the affidavit 
of the Clerk was not a judicial act. 
The Clerk 
in the case had a duty to perform, as a special­ 
ly constituted tribunal, created by statute.— 
He was clothed by this statute with authority, 
and was thereby called upon to exercise liis 
judgment and discretion upon tbe examina­ 
tion of evidence, and thereupon to determine 
whether the preliminary acts of the petition­ 
ers required by 
statute had been 
taken 
wbich created the power to bond the town.— 
When he had thus exercised his judgment and 
formed an opinion, the making of the affidavit 
was but. tbe record, expression or evidence of 
that judgment aud direction. 
The exercise of 
hi3 judgment upon the question whether a ma­ 
jority of the taxpayers had given their consent, 
according to the law, to boud tbe town was, I 
think, in i<s nature judicial. 
(See Pierce vs. 
Wright, 45 How. Pr. R. 7. 
Howland vs. El- 
drldge, 43 N. Y. 460.) It i3 now well settled 
that tbe office of the writ of certiorari is to call 
up for review the proceedings and determina­ 
tions of inferior tribunals; aud it gives author­ 
ity to review all questions of jurisdiction, 
power and authority of the inferior tribunal to 
do the act Or acts complained of, to examine 
the evidence, and to examine whether there 
was competent proof of the facts necessary to 
authorize the adjudication made, and whether 
in making it any rule of law nflecUng the 
rights of the parties has been violated (People 
vs. Smith, 45 N. Y. 777), and all questions of 
regularity in the proceedings to lie reviewed, 
whether the inferior tribunal has kept itself 
within the boundaries prescribed for it by the 
terms of the statute or by the principles of the 
common law. People vs. Wilbur, 57 Barb., 
600; People vs. Board of Assessors, 30 N. Y. 
81, 40 N. Y. 154.) 
The affidavit of the County Clerk shows no 
other knowledge in himself of the number of 
taxpayers and of the amount of taxable pro­ 
perty in said town of Rochester than that 
which lie lias derived from the assessment roil 
of said town for tbe year 1871. and such as is 
obtained from the said consents so given to 
tbe said borrowing of money on the faith and 
credit, of said town; all of which consents, af­ 
fidavits and copy of assessment roll are re­ 
turned with the writ aud arc before us for re­ 
view. 
The objections now raised are those 
which appear on the face of said papers, as 
well as also the papers withdrawing consent 
aud tbe objections filed with the County Clerk 
and insisted on before the making of his said 
affidavit. 
The results obtaiued from tiie affidavit of 
the County Clerk, are, according to his find­ 
ing, that the whole amount of taxable prop­ 
erty of the town of Rochester in the year 1871 
appearing on the assessment roll is $687,710.- 
00. 
The amount represented by tbe persons 
consenting, is $395,000.00. 
One-half of the 
taxable property is $343,855.00. 
The whole number of taxable inhabitants 
appearing on the assessment roll for 1871, is 
740. 
The uumber who have signed consents 
is 305.. One-half of 740 taxpayers is 370.— 
Majority of taxpayers giviug consent is 25. 
The poorer or the legislature to pass an act 
to aid m the construction of such local public 
improvement as a railroad is, it would seem, 
no longer a question to be discussed in the 
courts. The creating of liability to the amount 
of $100,000 upon tbe private property of the 
taxpayers of this town to aid in the construe 
Lion of a railroad, it may well be supposed, is 
greatly obnoxious to a large proportion of the 
taxpayers and is calculated to provoke such a 
watchful jealousy by the parties opposed as to 
demand that the preliminary steps shall be in 
strict compliance with constitutional power, 
followed by a performance of all the precedent 
conditions prescribed by the statute. 
It is 
seen by the statute in question that a way is 
provided by wbich individual property of the 
citizen may be taken from him by first creat­ 
ing a liability thereon, even against the con­ 
sent of the owner, through the instrumentality 
of written conseuis of a majority of the tax­ 
payers thereto and proof that the consents of 
a majority of such taxpayers have beeu filed 
and recorded with the County Clerk. 
This proof of filing and recording is now to 
be made by the County Clerk. 
If this act of 
tho Clerk is not judicial the statute provides 
none. 
The constitution of this state, Art. 1, 
§ G, declares that no persons shall be deprived 
of life, liberty or property without due process 
o f law. 
Is the taking of property in tbe man­ 
ner provided iu this statute “ due process 
o f 
law." 
It 
was 
said 
in 
the 
Court 
of 
Appeals 
per 
Comstock, 
J., 
13 
N. Y., 335: 
“It is plaiu, boili upon principle 
and authority, that these constitutional safe­ 
guards, in all cases, require a judicial inves 
tigation, not to be governed by a law special­ 
ly enacted to take away and destroy existing 
rights, but confined to the question whether, 
under the pre-existing rule of conduct, the 
right- in controversy has been lawfully ac­ 
quired, Ac." 
(Wyneliamer agst. the People, 
13 N. Y., 395.) 
Johnson, J., in the same 
case said, p. 418: 
“ Without judicial investí 
gation, without due process of law, no act of 
legislation can deprive a man of liis property, 
and that in civil cases an act of the Legis­ 
lature alone is wholly inoperative to take from 
a man his property.” In Taylor vs. Porter, 4 
Hill, 146,J Bronsou, J., in referring to this 
constitutional provision, said: 
“ The meaning 
of this section seems to be that no member of 
tbe state shall be disfranchised or deprived of 
any of his rights or privilege?, unless the mat­ 
ter shall be adjudged against him upon a 
trial had according to the course of the com­ 
mon law. 
It must be ascertained judicially, 
Ac. 
* 
* 
It caiinot be done by mere legis­ 
lation.” So, too, in Embury vs. Conner, 3 
N. Y., 511, it was held that a statute which 
authorizes the transfer of one man’s property 
to another without the consent of the owner 
is unconstitutional and void, although com­ 
pensation is made. 
Iu reference to this same 
constitutional provision it was said iu Wester.- 
velt vs. Gregg, 12 N. Y., 209: 
“Such an act 
as the Legislature may, in the uncontrolled 
exercise of its power, think fit to pass, is in 
no sense the process o f laic designated by the 
constitution.” 
In Wynehamer vs. the People, 
Selden, J., said in reference to this provision 
of the constitution: 
“It must be understood 
to mean that no person shall be deprived by 
any form of governmental action of either life, 
liberty or property, except as the consequence 
of some judicial proceeding, appropriately 
and legally conducted.” 
An act of the Legislature of 18G2, which 
authorized the seizure and sale of animals 
trespassing on private enclosures, or runnin^ 
at large without judicial process or trial, was 
held to be a violation of this same provision 
of the constitution. 
(Rockwell vs. Nearing, 
35 N. Y., 302.) 
These authorities are referred 
to because the question has been distinctly 
raised on the argument that this liability has 
been created by an act of the Legislature with­ 
out providing any judicial form in wbich the 
legality of the proceeding may be questioned 
by tiie parties interested. 
It is insisted on 
the part of the defendants, which I think was 
an argument against themselves, that the 
County Clerk was invested with no judicial 
authority; that his duty in making the affida­ 
vit of the existence of certain fact’s was mere­ 
ly ministerial, made so by statute. 
On the 
part of the relator it is claimed that the duty 
of the clerk was judicial, but if not judicial, 
that then the act was unconstitutional, for 
the reason that it provided no judicial form 
or body between the Legislature and the citi­ 
zen. 
The statute is silent as to tho powers 
conferred upon the Clerk beyond those men­ 
tioned. 
Nothing is better established under 
our form of government than that the Legis­ 
lature cannot themselves exercise judicial 
powers. 
They may in certain cases, in this 
class of cases, declare who may exercise ju­ 
dicial power; they may confer it upon the 
County Judge, or upon the County Clerk, and 
they may declare what shall bo received os 
legal evideuce; bat where a statute require* 
proof of a fact, unless it declare the method 
of proof, the law requires legal proof. 
In this 
case it requires only an affidavit.

bearing reference to Spain told an untruth. 
Certainly tbe President expresses the modera­ 
tion of satisfied vanity and an aim accom­ 
plished in treating of the Virginias affair, but 
the paragraph about Cuba deserves the quali­ 
fication of infamous libel, given to it by El 
Cronista. Tbe paragraph is a repetition of tbe 
insults, calumnies and vulgarities which have 
been published everywhere against loyalists 
here and which are now for tbe first time pub­ 
lished in an official document, which ought to 
distinguish itself by correctness of style and 
elevation of ideas. 
The President handles the 
question of the interior rule of Spain, the pro­ 
gress and solution of which belong exclusively 
to constitutional powers within the Spanish 
nation. 
lie assumes a specie3 of protectorate 
or guardianship which would make even the 
weak and pusillanimous blush, which w’e re­ 
pulse, preferring death to dishonor a thousand 
times. 
We protest against tho document in 
the name of the Spaniards of Cuba.” 
The Voz de Cuba saya of the message: 
“ We have carefully read the document, which 
should form an epoch iu American official lit­ 
erature.” Of the part referring to the Island 
of Cuba it says: “ This in nothing resembles 
those dignified documents, elevated in views 
and language, in which the first magistrates 
of the republic are accustomed to give an ac­ 
count to Congress, or rather to the nation, of 
its internal aud external relations. 
It appears 
impossible that Mr. Fish could advise or con­ 
sent to such a document. 
The President de­ 
scends into to him unknown regions and med­ 
dles with what Is not his business. 
The inte­ 
rior afiairs of Spanish provinces are not under 
his jurisdiction, and surely he ought not to 
treat them in a manner as far removed from 
truth as from decorum.

Advices from insurgent sources state that a 
column of 500 Spaniards set out on Monday 
laBt to surprise a depot of arms and ammuni­ 
tion near Guaimaro, but fell into an ambus­ 
cade prepared for them bv Gen. Maximo Go­ 
mez with G00 cavalry. 
Only 100 Spaniards 
escaped. 
Their commander and 200 soldiers 
were killed and the remainder were taken 
prisoners. 
The Cubaus subsequently released 
Gueriilo, Major Martelique and other officers 
and after attending to the wounded sent them 
under escort to the vicinity.of the Spanish 
lines. 
A Spanish column under Col. A m m an ha3 
started in pursuit of the insurgeut force.

A N O T H E R K IN G T H IE F CONVICTED. 


E n d o f tlio G en et Case» 
N ew York, Dec. 19.—Mr. Peckham re­ 
sumed liis argument this morning in the 
Genet case. 
To obtain a person’s signature by 
false pretences, he said, it is not necessary 
that one word be said. 
A man buying goods 
and handing bis check on a baok in payment 
where he has no account makes a false pre­ 
tence. He then proceeded to review the various 
points in the testimony for the prosecution, 
and dwelt particularly upon the iron bills for 
the Court House, incidentally remarking that 
the institution had cost several hundred thou­ 
sand dollars. 
The prisoner’s counsel em­ 
phatically denied it, whereupon Peckham said 
the warrants so far were for $268,000, and the 
outstanding debts were $40,000 more. 
Mr. 
Peckham further asserted that Scallon’s testi­ 
mony was contradictory,

his charge to the jury.

Tho Foreman announced a 
verdict of guilty. 
The jury were then polled. 
Each announced emphatically “ That’s my 
verdict.” Judge Dauiels directed a verdict to 
be entered “Guilty on the charge contained in 
the indictment.” The prisoner turned slightly 
pale on hearing the verdict, but did not ap­ 
pear agitated. 
Judge Daniels on motion of 
counsel for the defense granted a stay of sen­ 
tence until Monday to give time for preparing 
a bill of exceptions. 
Bail was refused and 
Genet remanded to the custody of the Sheriff. 
Court adjourned till Monday.

UNITED STATES CONGRESS. 


S E N A T E . 
W ashington, Dec. 19.—The following is the 
salary bill as amended by the Committee on 
Retrenchment; 
Be it enaoted, Ac., that so much of the act 
of March 3d, 1873, as provides for increased 
compensation of members of Congress and the 
several officers and employees of either house 
of Congress or both, be and the same is there­ 
by repealed, and the salaries and compensa­ 
tion of all said persons shall be as fixed by 
tbe laws in force at the time of passage of 
said act. 
Section 2. 
That the compensation of the 
several head9 of departments shall be each 
$8,000 per annnm. 
Section 3. 
That the Secretary of the 
Treasuary be required to cover into theTreas- 
nary all sums that may remain uudrawn or 
which have been recorded as increased com­ 
pensation under tbe provisions of said act 
approved March 3d, 1873, and which shall 
have or may come into his possession by 
return there. 
Mr. CHANDLER of Michigan said Con­ 
gress had been here three weeks, during 
which they had increased the price of gold, 
deranged business and now wanted to go 
home. 
If there was not time to meud the 
bankrupt law before the holidays or pass a 
new one he hoped tho old one would be re­ 
scinded at least. 
Mr. BOREMAN of West Virginia opposed 
the repeal of tbe bankrupt law, though ho 
favored amendment thereof. 
He thought it 
best to take a holiday recess and come back 
prepared to act with intelligence. 
Mr. CONKLING of New York presented a 
petition of tho Chamber of Commerce of New 
York asking that an international commission 
be appointed to consider the subject of carry­ 
ing passengers on tbe ocean, with power to 
make regulations for the government of ocean 
travel, in order that collisions may be averted. 
Referred to the Committee on Commerce. He 
a s J presented a petition of prominent business 
men of New York against the repeal of the 
bankrupt law. 
Refereed to tbe Judiciary 
Committee. 
The Senate then, by a vote of 33 yeas to 29 
nays, proceeded to the consideration of the 
joint resolution to adjourn, and after consid­ 
erable discussion the resolution as passed by 
the House was concurred in—yeas 32, nays 27. 
Mr. MORTON of Indiana submitted a reso­ 
lution that the Committee on Judiciary he in­ 
structed that in any bill they may report id re­ 
gard to the bankrupt law, whether for its re­ 
peal or amendments thereto, that such repeal 
or such amendments as relate to acts, causes 
or conditions by virtue of which any person 
may be thrown into involnntaly bankruptcy 
shall be made retroactive, and to date back 
and take effect at a period not later than the 
first of December, 1873. 
He said he desired 
to give notice that the Senate would act upon 
this matter. 
Mr. SUMNER of Massachusetts objected to 
the debate and the resolution went over. 
The Senate then at 3 o’clock went into ex 
ecutive session. 
At 3 :45 the doors were re­ 
opened and the Senate adjourned until Janu­ 
ary 5th, 1874. 
HOUSE. 
The House took up Butler’s supplementary 
civil rights bill. 
’ Mr. BROMBERG of Alabama asked Butler 
whether there was any evidence before the 
committee as to tbe necessity for this law, 
and also wby those southern state legislatures 
which had so long been controlled by the Re­ 
publican party had not passed all necessary 
laws. 
Mr. BUTLER replied that colored witnesses 
on their way to testify before the reconstruc­ 
tion committee had been forced into dirty, 
miserable smoking cars. 
The Republican 
state legislatures had not acted in the matter 
because they were waiting for Congress to do 
so. 
Mr. COX of New York proposed to amend 
the bill so as to make colored persons liable 
to tbe penalties of the bill. 
Mr. BUTLER said that ameucimenl was not" 
necessary; the law applied to every natural 
person and .the negro was a very natural per­ 
son. 
Mr. BECK of Kentucky opposed and Mr. 
RAINEY of South Carolina advocated the 
bill. 
He could very well understand the 
opposition of the gentlemen on the other 
side from the southern states. 
They had 
a feeling against the negro which would 
never die out. They had an antipathy against 
that race becau-re of 
its 
loyalty to the 
government, and because it had shown its 
manhood aud valor in defence of the tlag of 
the country and had assisted in crushing the 
rebellion. 
The negroes did not want social 
equality and did not want to intermarry with 
the white race. 
He claimed that the people 
whom lie represented were a3 virtuous and 
had just as many high characteristics as any 
class of population. 
Statistics would prove 
that there was as much virtue iu the negroes 
as in the whites. 
They were not seeking so­ 
cial equality. He and men of his race preferred 
to choose their own associate. 
They wanted 
this law enacted so that they snould be recog­ 
nized as other men. 
Wby could not a negro 
member of Congress enjoy the same rights and 
immunities in hotels as white members of 
Congress? 
Why should they not have the 
right to go into a restaurant without being 
insulted? 
Mr. COBURN of Indiana, from the Com­ 
mittee on Military Affairs, reported a resolu­ 
tion requesting the President to convene a 
court of inquiry, to consist of not less than 
five officers of the army, to investigate all 
charges against General O. O. Howard con­ 
tained in the communication of the Secretary 
of War of Dec. 5th. 
Mr. BUTLER of Massachusetts suggested 
that half the court should consist of officers 
who had served with the colored troops, for 
he knew that there was great prejudice among 
army officers agaiust General Howard because 
he had been at the head of the Freedmen’s 
Bureau, which they thought was not compati­ 
ble witli the dignity of an army officer. 
Mr. COBURN said that it was within the 
discretion of the President to select men with­ 
out prejudice and he could see no clanger of 
entrusting it to Pie President. 
He sent to tin» 
Clerk’s désk and had read a letter from Gen. 
Howard courting inquiry and waiving all tech- 
ninal objections. 
After discussion the whole 
m atter was recommitted. 
Mr. CESSNA of Pennsylvania presented a 
petition of citizens of Somerset county, Penn­ 
sylvania, looking to the revival of the claims of 
George Cliorpening against the government. 
A debate w’as had on the ¡regularity of Cess­ 
na’s method of treating the matter, when the 
latter withdrew the papers and at 3:45 the 
House adjourned till January 5th.

John E. Van Etten, uptown, received on 
Friday a letter from Scotland, announcing the 
death of John Russell, his old friend, at Ins 
residence in Broompark, Denny, in Scotland, 
on Hie 2d day of December, 1873, al Silo A. 
M. 
The deceased was formerly u resident of 
this place. 
He came here over fifty years 
ago and settled at Roudout. where he resided 
and did business for a few years, and thou re­ 
moved to Higginsville. 
About three years 
ago be went to Scotland for the benefit of his 
health, but was unable to return because of 
his feeble condition. 
While Mr. Van Etten 
was In Scotland in July, 1872, lie calhHl on 
him, and Mr. Russell then expressed a desire 
to return with him to America if aide, to be 
treated by his old friend Dr. Richard Eltinge 
OI Ibis city, in whom be had great faith, aud 
who be thought was Hie only doctor who could 
cure him. 
When Mr. Vau Etten started for 
home, however, Russell was not able to un­ 
dertake Hie journey. Deceased was a man 
about eighty years of age, and came to this 
place comparatively poor, but w hile here accu­ 
mulated a large fortuue, estimated at

two hundred thousand dollar#. 
He was a 
man of excellent social qualities, and of t e ­ 
nsive information; was in every reaped a 
R-mailc man, and carved his own fortuue by 
dustry aud great natural ability.

ativoof one of his generous quantic#, he 
jned a gentleman of this city some four huu- 
doliars when he was commencing life, us 
ys, "poor as a rat,” and asked not a cent 
rarity for it.

gentleman, who has since prospered iD 
world. 
In fact, to sea his old friend bo­ 
bo was laid in his grave, was one of the

TRAGICAL OCCURRENCE. 


Au OIA C itizen Drown* H im self w h ile 
D elirious from V rain Fever. 
The illness of Mr. Emanuel Sampson, the 
well-known citizen owning a valuable proper­ 
ty in the lower part of the city, who has been 
Bartering from brain fever for several days 
past, had a melancholy term ination about six 
o’clock on Friday evening. 
Mr. Sampson, it 
seems, had been delirious for some time and 
had been carefully watched by his attendants. 
On Friday evening be was quietly lying In his 
room, attended by his d a n g le r Matilda, when 
ho requested her to get him a drink of water. 
Thinking from bls mannor that he was lucid 
and composed, the young girl left the room to 
comply with his request. 
As soon as she had 
done so, apparently, the sick man must have 
arisen and hurried out of the room, down the 
stairs and out of the Division street entrance 
to the house, aud rushed through the latter 
street to Clinton and thence to the dock; at 
least th at is the supposition formed from in­ 
formation obtained in an interview with Jacob 
Sampson, tho eldest son of the unfortunate 
man, wbicli Is supported by other evidence. 
Joseph Mellen, who keeps the saloon on 
the dock, gave us tho following statem ent of 
what he knew about Hic sad affair: 
"I bad 
corno out of ray saloon to close it up, as I al­ 
ways do at this time in tho evening, when I 
saw a drunken man lying against the store­ 
house wall, on the opposite side of the orch, 
and another man t liking with him. 
I stood 
watching them for a while, and then happen­ 
ed to look up street, when I suw a person 
running towards me from the corner of Cas 
per Lowerboose’a shop. 
There was no light 
ut the corner, and I couldn’t make out wheth­ 
er it was a man or woman. 
As the persou 
came up to me be dodged oil the walk and 
rau towards the dock, and I cried out ‘What's 
the m atter?’ to which there wa* no reply, and 
the next moment I saw him jump od the dock 
aud heard him strike the water. 
I ran to 
assist him, by throwing a bucket attached to 
a rope to him, bul he had disappeared." 
Mr. Sampson wore his night dress, 
over 
which was a wrapper, and iu the darkness of 
the evening, especially under the 
covered 
arch, and in the hurried way In which be ap­ 
proached Mr. Mellen, It was impossible to re­ 
cognize bim till too late. 
Had Mellen known 
him at once lie could easily have caught and 
held him. 
The place where lie went off was 
at the Cornell’s dock. at which the Baltic was 
lying tied up, bclweeu which boat and tho 
dock Mr. Sampson jumped iu committing his 
sad suicide. 
• 
Mr. Sampson wa* well known here as a 
qaiet, orderly citizen, who, in tho course of a 
long residence, has amassed a considerable 
fortune. 
He has carried on the clothing blui­ 
n g s iu part of (be block of buildings owned 
l>y him between Division, Canal and Lacka­ 
wanna streets for years, and later has con­ 
ducted a shoe shop iii the com er store of the 
block. 
He lately purchased tho "old Crisped 
place," where lie was erecting a large and floe 
dwelling. 
He leaves a large family to mourn 
bis untimely and melancholy end. 
Earnest efforts were made to recover the 
body of the unfortunate nun, which were 
stimulated by the oiler of a largo reward, but 
up to a late hour Ia«t night the »<*arch was 
brailles# of result.

On Friday morning the case of The People 
re. Thomas Grad!/, Jam es Daffy aud Michael 
Matey was taken up. 
The attorneys were the 
District Attorney for the jieople end F. L. 
Westbrook for defendants. 
As before stated, 
this case is for an alleged riot perpetrated by 
the prisoners and others last April iii Esopus. 
It secure Frank Carr had taught the school 
tielow the hill in Esopus nearly thirteen years, 
but some of the people wanting another teach­ 
er a man by the name of Shields w as employed. 
After this there was another school meeting, 
ami Hie Trustees elected at such meeting dis­ 
charged Mr. Shields and employed Carr. 
On 
Hie »th of April Carr went up to take posses­ 
sion or Hie school. 
He managed to get iii by 
an entrance in the rear of the building, hut 
hoou after Shields came with the key and un­ 
locking the door went in. 
Then a vast crowd 
of men and women rushed to the gcbool-house, 
among whom were the prisoners. 
Hard lan­ 
guage was used against Carr, aud be left iu 
search of a Justice of the Peace. 
He foutid 
Justice Schryver aud demanded that he should 
quell tho riot. 
Schryver went down aud after 
a lime Hie excitement subsided. 
The defend­ 
ants claim there was no riot as they did uot 
assemble together by agreement or form any 
plan to act together for ail unlawful purpose. 
The jury rendered a verdict of not guilty. 
The case of Leonard E. terrine vs. The 
Sew York, Kingston <t Syracuse Railroad 
Company was then tried. 
The attorney* are 
MCD. Van Wagoner for plaintiff and A. Sctaoon- 
muker, Jr., for defendant. 
This action is 
brought to recover $123 for one m onth’s wages 
for services performed by Serrine for the Com­ 
pany In 1872, at the Higginsville depot, which 
amount the Company refused to pay. 
Judg­ 
ment was rendered la favor of the plaintiff for 
the full amount with interest, betag 9136.63. 
* The court then adjourned.

making of this affidavit was the final and only 
determination of the Question whether the 
consent of a majority of the tax-payers, rep­ 
resenting a majority of the taxable property, 
had 
been obtained. 
Tho Ciprk 
is the 
only officer to whom the writ of certiorari 
will 
lie. 
I apprehend 
it was 
not the 
duty of the County Clerk to swear to contents 
if they did not comply with every one of the 
conditions ot the statute, 
lf they did so com­ 
ply, they were then to be evidence to the Clerk, 
but 
only evidence not conclusive lf the Clerk 
was acting 
judicially. It was then bis duty 
to pass upon the sufficiency of tho evidence 
and of the impeaching or impairing evidence. 
lf theso consents were obtained by fraud, by 
misrepresentation or bribery, then they were 
not legal consents. 
If these consents’ were 
given conditionally there ought to be the right 
to show that the consent was not absolute, 
and a power to decide u|>on that right. 
If 
these consents are revocable before final action 
upon them, tho revocation ought to be per­ 
mitted to be shown. 
That they were revoca­ 
ble has been held in the Court of Appeals. 
If 
none of these things can be shown under the 
statute in questlou, if the Clerk is a mere min­ 
isterial officer, with power only to verify the 
acts of the party favoring the creation of a 
debt, without jiower or authority’ to recognize 
or to act upon the evidence of tho party oppos­ 
ing its creation, then the Legislature must he 
heliUo have assumed the exercise of judicial 
power themselves, or to have delegated to one 
portion of the taxable inhabitants of a town 
the power to impose a debt upon the other 
portion against the will and without the ability 
to invoke the protection of judicial power in 
their behalf. 
Such a construction is inconsis­ 
tent with constitutional protection, inconsis­ 
tent with our system of jurisprudeuce, and in­ 
consistent with the previsions in the same act 
in regard to the consents to be obtained in the 
city of Oswego, where the consents are re­ 
quired first to be obtained by ballot, at an 
election to be beld, at which the assent of two- 
third* of the Toters are required to be had; 
the election to be held for three successive 
days. 
And after canvass by the proper offi­ 
cers and a return of the votes to the City 
Clerk, tbo.Coinmon Council shall then proceed 
to determine whether two-tbirds of such votes 
have tiecn cast for such bonding, and to make 
such determination final it is required to lie 
signed by all tho members present and entered 
in their minutes. 
Here is judicial action re­ 
quired for the city. 
It would seem to be 
equally required for tho towns. 
The act Itself 
does not expressly direct or define the duty of 
the Clerk, or how lie shall proceed in deter­ 
m ining the fact whether or not the consent of 
a majority of tho tax-payers, representing a 
majority of the taxable property, has been 
obtained, 
lf, however, Judicial power is con­ 
ferred upon him by the act, it follows that the 
authority to act carries with it, by necessary’ 
implication, the right to examine the evidence 
otlered by the opposing ©arty and to satisfy 
his mind judicially. 
But it is claimed that the constitutional 
question does not arise and cannot lie called 
in question, a3 this is the creation of a debt 
under the taxing power, which is un excep­ 
tion to the rule, inasmuch as the property is 
taken for public use. 
This, if true, would be 
an exception fairly to tie takun and would 
have some force if Hie case comes within the 
spirit of the law of the right of taxation for 
strictly public purposes. 
This is well settled 
law. 
This was recognize*! rn the late case of 
The People vs. Flagg. 46 N. Y., 401, that the 
towns of the state possess such powers in re­ 
lation to the imposition and collection of taxes 
as Hie Legislature confers upon them. 
That 
was a case for tho making and improving of 
public highways, clearly and confessedly a 
public purpose’ and that only; and though it 
was said iii that case that the legislation even 
iu that case was subject to severe criticism in 
imposing onerous burthens ujkui tho people 
against their consent, yet it was held that 
power for such purposes was not restricted by 
the constitution. 
But the learned Chief Ju s­ 
tice remarked: 
"If the object of tho cxpendi- 
ture was private, or if the money to bo raised 
was directed to lie paid to a private corpo­ 
ration, 
who were authorized lo use the 
improvements for private gain, tho ques­ 
tion, in my Judgment, woald be quito dif­ 
ferent, and in this respect there is a limit Ira- 
yond which legislative power cannot legiti­ 
mately be exercised." 
This view of tho Chief 
Justice has since had further expression in the 
sumo court la the caso of The Feoplo vs. 
Bachellor, reported in Law Journal 23d of 
August, 1873, which WXS a case of town bond­ 
ing for a railroad. 
In this latter case. Grover, 
J., lifter referring to the case of Hie People 
vs. Flagg, an*l tho distinction suggested by 
the Chief Justice, says: 
"It is manifest that 
the question presented In the pre-eat case, 
was not determined in that, unless it shall be 
further held that a railroad owned aud con­ 
trolled by a corporation, and operated by it 
for the benefit of its stockholders is a public 
highway in tho same sense us tho common 
roads of th® county. 
The towns through 
which the latter run n ay bo couuielled to 
construct aud keep them in repair for the 
common use of the public. 
Tho m bitantial 
question In the present case U, whether they 
may he so conqielled to construct and repair 
railroads ow intl and operated by corpora­ 
tions for the benefit of the stockholders. 
Tile 
distinction Atween these two classes of roads 
is clearly takeu au l welt distinguished in the 
two cases cited. 
Common highways are 
public for all p a ris e s . 
The uso is public, 
and taxation for making and keeping them In 
repair is entirely within legislative control. 
Railroads are partly public aud partly private. 
They are for a public purjiose, so far a* the 
state gra ut* them the right of eminent do- 
maint to take and condemn real estate for 
public (not private) use, 
"but it is equally 
clear (say s Judge Grover) that the property 
acquired by the corporation belongs to it 
exclusively; and its ownership is as absolute 
as that of ant' private individual of p ro b ity 
belonging to'him. 
It is also clear that se far 
as the road Is operated for the benefit of its 
stockholders 
the corporation is private." 
While the learned Judge then concedes the 
power of the Legislature to compel towns to 
construct und maintain improvements of a 
public character, exclusively, ".vet (he says) 
no one claims that an individual could he 
comjraUeU by a statute to exchange his note, 
or bond, or mortgage (and bo might have 
added a pledge of his real estate) with a rail­ 
road corporation for its slock, against his will, 
npon such terms as may bo prescribed by 
statute.” 
A railroad corporation, then, as we 
draw the rule from these ca->es, partakes of 
both characters, public and private—puWic 
as to Us franchise—jjf m ite as to its owner­ 
ship of its property aud its relations to ita 
stockholders. 
The bonding of the town is for 
iu private use. 
These are the most modern 
view s of the court of the highest authority in 
this state, and though they do not go to the 
extent of bolding to the invalidity of laws for 
bonding towns, it is clearly to bo seen that 
laws for this purpose are to tie looked upon 
with great jealbusy, that they do present ques­ 
tions of grave importance, inasmuch as upon 
their validity may depend the creation of a 
debt against a town to the extent of 20 per 
cent, of all the taxable property of a towu, 
against the will of a large proportion of the 
tax-payere; the avails of which debt is for the 
lineate use of the stockholders of a corpora-1 
tion. 
It is sufficient for U9 in this case to 
bold that a statute conferring such power, so 
seriously affecting the natural rights and pe­ 
cuniary interests of the citizen, should only 
be permitted to bo carried into effect by the 
strictest conformity to the spirit ami intent of 
the statute, and such statute should be beld 
to bo dearly within the constitutional limits. 
In the language of Aliet), J., lu The People vs. 
Smith, 45 New York, 781, "Nothing can bo 
taken by implication, and the act, as it im­ 
poses a burthen upon the public and in a 
manner deprives the owner of the full control 
and disposition of his property by giving to 
others 
the (tower to encumber it, should 
be strictly construed in favor of the rights 
of the property."

It is the right of every one, until legally de­ 
prived of that right, to determine for himself 
to what extent his propertv shall be Jeoparded 
or encumbered for such purposes,” i c . 
It is 
seen that the acts in question in this case give 
to the affidavit made by the County Clerk the 
effect of a judgment of a court of record. 
It 
is the last Bual act prior to tho issuing of 
bonds, which of themselvea create a public 
debt upou tho town and impose upon the local 
government the duty to raise money by tax 
to pay the same, with interest thereon, 
lf 
then no judicial authority is created bv this 
act, before which the citizen may test tho in­ 
tegrity of the proceedings which may impose 
upon bim the burthen of debt, if he 19 not al­ 
lowed hts day in court, if this statute in its 
provisions proposes to work a change of prop­ 
erty from one individual to a corporation with­ 
out the aid of a court or judicial magistrate-— 
if, indeed, it Is, as claimed, that this statute 
by its own Inherent force from the legislative 
power extinguishes the right of the citizen to 
a portion of his property aud transfer It to 
auolbor without Judicial action of some kind, 
without due process of law, It come# directly 
in conflict with the constitution. 
Having al­ 
ready intimated that the acts in question did 
confer upon the County Clerk a quasi judicial 
power, aud acting upon this assumption, I 
think the Clerk erred In refusing and declin­ 
ing to take or allow proof to be given la lop- 


port of tho objections of the opponents of the 
•ald bonding and refusing to regard the affi­ 
davits of the taxpayers of the said town filed 
In hla office in opposition thereto, and in re­ 
fusing to consider or to allow the withdrawal 
of the consents of said taxpayers filed in his 
office, and In deciding and holding that he 
had no power to tako other proof than that of 
the consents flied iu his said office of said 
bonding and the acknowledgment written 
upon such consents. 
But lf we are wrong in Gift views upoo the 
construction of the constitution and of statutes 
passed for this purpose I think there is not 
sufficient legal evidence appearing upon the 
consents of taxnbie inhabitants of said town 
flied to prove that a majority of such taxpayer!, 
representing a majority of the taxable proper­ 
ty ol tbe town, had given their consent.— 
Among theso petitioners consenting is "T he 
Delaware A Hudson Canal Company,'' repre­ 
sented upon the assessment roll by the title 
“ President, M anagers o f the Delaleave d 
Hudson Canal Company," as being assessed 
for real estate to the umount of $250,620. 
The petition in this case is signed " The Del­ 
aware A Hudson Canal Co., by Geo. Talbot 
Olyphant, Pres’t p. t., attested by a sea! and 
witnessed, "Charles P. Hartt, Treasurer.” The 
acknowledgment is made before a Notary 
Public by the witness Charles P. Hartt, who 
deposed to bls residence being in tho city and 
county of New York "an d that ho is Irens- 
urer o f said corporation, that be was person­ 
ally present at the execution of tho above 
written f/idenfwre.fand saw the common and 
corporate seal of the said R esident, Mana­ 
gers and Company o f The Delaware it Hud­ 
son Canal Company affixed thereto, and tho 
seal so affixed thereto is tho common and 
corporate seal of the Prescient,Managers and 
Company o f the Delaware d Hudson Canal 
Company, that the above written indenture 
was duly sealed and delivered by, as and lor 
the act and deed of tbe said " The President, 
Managers and Company o f the Delaware d

The 
statulo requires that theso consents shall be 
proved or acknowledged in tho same manner 
as conveyances of real estate are proved or 
acknowledged. 
This acknowledgment is de­ 
fective in several particulars. 
The County 
Clerk received it as good and sufficient. There 
is no evidence that the petitioner, "T ho Del­ 
aware A Hudson Canal Co.," Is a corpora­ 
tion. 
If we may infer from tho proof of ac­ 
knowledgment without other proof that the 
President. Managers and Company of The Del­ 
aware A Uudson Canal Company who made 
tho acknowledgment is identical with "T he 
Delaware A Hudson Canal Company,” there is 
still no legal proof that either is a corpora­ 
tion, except as it is to be inferred from the 
proof before the notary Public that the seal 
affixed to the consent is the common and cor­ 
porate seal of "th e President, Managers and 
Company of The Delaware A Hudson Canal 
Company.” Tile existence of a Torpor lion 
was iii in; "(her M SM T proved. 
TUI 
Centry. (Saraband vs. Aldrich, 6 N. IL, 2C9; 
7 Com. R., 219). 
No authority was shown 
that tbe corporation i*ossessed the power to 
execute such a consent. 
This was necessary, 
i i., Hie affixing of a corporale seal to an in­ 
strument requires an express authorization for 
that purjiose. 
(Johnson vs. Bush, 3 Barb., 
Ch. 
R. 239, 240; Hoyt vs. Thom son. 5 N. 
Y., 320; Worrall vs. Munn, id. 229; 6 Berg A 
Rawle 12). 
The affixing of a corporate seal 
to an Instrument, even where the officer affix­ 
ing it is entrusted with its custody, is not even 
prim a facie evidence of his right to fix it to 
the particular instrument. 
This fact is neces­ 
sary to he established before the officer who 
takes Hic acknowledgment. 
(Johnson vs. 
Bueli, supra). 
There is no evidence Dial any 
resolution Iud been passed by the corporation 
to authorize the execution of such an Instru­ 
ment, or any instrument. 
Tills is necessary. 
(Authorities supra). 
There is no evidence 
that George Talbot Olyphant is an officer or 
even a member of the corporation. 
There is 
co evidence that be Is the President. 
His 
signature, " Prest, p. I.," doos not prove it, 
but tho contrary. 
If we may assume that 
these abbreviations express, or represent, that 
h.‘ i* lh'* President pro Im , there I* no evi­ 
dence that the President pro tem has any au­ 
thority to act, and it does uot prove the ab­ 
sence of the real President. 
Ile is not shown 
to have the real custody of the seal or the 
right to use it. 
And the " using it fo r the 
purposes therein mentioned" docs not prove 
it to bo the purpose of tbe corporation; it 
may be only bis owu individual or private pur­ 
pose. 
Neither President or other officer of a 
corporation have power to do any act requir­ 
ing Hie use of the corporate seal without tbe 
assent and authority of the Board of Directors 
(Hoyt vs. Thompson, supra 320, 334). 
The 
modern cases in tho Court of A ppals enjoin 
upon us the necessity of construing these 
statutes,which have for their object tbe divest­ 
ing of tbe citizen of his estate against bis 
will, with a jealous watchfulness, and to give 
them that strict construction which is given to 
all statutes which are in derogation of the 
natural rights of the citizen—statutes which 
confer extraordinary power upon specially con­ 
structed tribunal*, and which lm|>ose burthens 
upon the public to favor corporations. 
A statute which thus deprives tbe citizen 
and the public of the ordinary safeguards of 
protection to rights of p ro sily in the ordinary 
courts, ami deprives them of all opportunity 
of a judicial hearing aud defence, is greatly 
obnoxious to a fair system of jurisprudence. 
I am therefore of opinion that the consent of 
this corporation—if It be one -or of this tax­ 
payer by whatever uame or title it may appear 
upon the assessment roll of the town of Roch­ 
ester, was not obtained according to the pro­ 
visions of tbe statutes In question. 
(See The 
People vs. Smith, 45 N. Y., 772; Surne vs. 
Halbert, 46 N. Y., HO; Same vs. Kuowles,

defect in this amount, the proceed­ 
ing must be 
without jurisdiction.

amount of this assessment alone exceeds 
nearly three times tbe majority of the amount 
of projierty’ claimed to be in favor of creating 
the liability, and for this objection alone the 
proceeding might be declared null and void. 
But this case is not Hie only one found to 
be defective in its non-compliance with the 
demands of the statute as interpreted in the 
last throe cited cases. 
Fifty-eight names are

counted as names giving their consents, which 
do not correspond with tbe names signed to 
tbe consents themselves, the difference being 
by tbe addition or omission of one or more 
middle letters In the name, or such an en­ 
tirely different spelling of the name as to 
create uncertainty as to the identity of person, 
and entire omission of proof of the identity 
of the person. 
The diflerencc between the 
asseasnient roll and consent is as follows, to 
wit: Maria B. Broadhead with Maria Broad­ 
head; Simon Bush with Simon D. Bush; Bar- 
nus Cross with Barney Groove; Jacobus V.

William Danu with William F. Dan (the affi­ 
davit proves the consent of William F. Dann);

These names cannot be allowed as the same 
names without proof of Identity. 
If disal­ 
lowed, a* they should be by the rule (The Peo­ 
ple vs. Hulbert, supra), then the proceeding 
is void for want of jurisdiction in obtaining a 
majority of names. 
There are various other technical objections, 
some of which seem also to tie good, but I re­ 
gard those already received as sufficient to 
justify a reversal of tho proceedings without 
cost.

t r a g ic a l o c c u r r e n c e . 
A n O ld C itizen D r o w m H im self w h ile 
D elirio u s fro m B ra in F ever. 
The illness of Mr. Emanuel Sampson, the 
well-known citizen owning a valuable proper­ 
ty in the lower part of the city, who has been 
suffering from brain fover for several days 
past, had a melancholy termination about six 
o’clock on Friday evening. Mr. Sampson, It 
seems, had been delirious for some time and 
had been carefully watched by his attendants. 
On Friday evening be was quietly lying in his 
room, attended by bis danghfer Matilda, when 
he requested her to get him a drink of water. 
Thinking from his mannor that he was lucid 
and composed, the young girl left the room to 
comply with his request. As soon as she had 
doné so, apparently, the sick man must have 
arisen and hurried out of the room, down the 
stairs and out of the Division street entrance 
to the house, aud rushed through the latter 
street to Clinton and thence to the dock; at 
least that is the supposition formed from in­ 
formation obtained in an interview with Jacob 
Sampson, the eldest son of the unfortunate 
man, which is supported by other evidence. 
Joseph Mellert, who keeps the saloon on 
the dock, gave us the following statement of 
what he knew about the sad affair: “I had 
come out of my saloon to close it up, as I al­ 
ways do at this time iu tho evening, when I 
saw a drunken man lying against the store­ 
house wall, on the opposite side of the arch, 
and another man talking with him. I stood 
watching them for a while, aud then happen­ 
ed to look up street, when I saw a person 
running towards me from the corner of Cas 
pe11 Lowerbouse’s shop. There was no light 
at the corner, and I couldn’t make out wheth­ 
er it was a man or woman. As the persou 
came up to me he dodged oil the walk and 
rau towards the dock, aud I cried out ‘What's 
the matter?’ to which there was no reply, and 
the next moment I saw him jump oil the dock 
aud heard him strike the water. I ran to 
assist him, by throwing a bucket attached to 
a rope to him, but he had disappeared.” 
Mr. Sampson wore his night dress, over 
which was a wrapper, and iu the darkness of 
ihe evening, especially under the covered 
arch, and in the hurried way in which he ap­ 
proached Mr. Mellert, it wa3 impossible to re­ 
cognize bim till too late. Had Mellert known 
him at once he could easily have caught aud 
held him. The place where lie went off was 
at the Cornell’s dock, at which the Baltic was 
lying tied up, between which boat and tho 
dock Mr. Sampson jumped iu committing his 
sad suicide. 
, 
Mr. Sampson was well known here U3 a 
quiet, orderly citizen, who, in the course of a 
long residence, has amassed a considerable 
fortune. He has carried on the clothing buai- 
ness iu part of the block of buildings owned 
by him between Division, Canal and Lacka­ 
wanna streets for years, and later has con­ 
ducted a sboe shop in the comer store of the 
block. He lately purchased tho “old Crispell 
place,” where lie was erecting a large and fine 
dwelling. He leaves a large family to mourn 
his untimely and melancholy end. 
Earnest efforts were made to recover the 
body of the unfortunate man, which were 
stimulated by the offer of a largo reward, but 
up to a late hour last night the search was 
fruitless of result.

Stolen H orno and. W u g o n R eco v ered . 
On Thursday Thomas Ilarailtou received a 
telegram from Reed & Van Deuser, liverymen 
of Newburgh, that a horse and buggy owned 
by them had been stolen, the dispatch giving 
a description of the rig. Search was made 
and the turnout found, “ Curley” discovering 
it standing in the street, the horse tied to 
post.

It seemed the rig had 
been stolen by a man with the various aliases 
of Thompson, Jones and Snyder, who came to 
this city with it. 
On Friday Mr. Van Deuser 
arrived and identified bis property, and on the 
same day the thief was at rested and lodged 
in the jail in this city. 
D eath of a l'o rm e r U ssiidcnt. 
John E. Van Ellen, uptown, received on 
Friday a letter from Scotland, announcing the 
death of John Russell, his old friend, at his 
residence in Broompark, Denny, in Scotland, 
on tho 2d day of December, 1873, at 8:15 A. 
M. The deceased was formerly a resident of 
this place. He came bore over fifty years 
ago aud settled at Rondout. where lie resided 
and did business for a few years, and then re­ 
moved to Higginsville. About three years 
ago ho went to Scotland for the benefit of liis 
health, but was unable to return because of 
his feeble condition. While Mr. Van Etten 
was iu Scotland in July, 1872, lie called on 
him, and Mr. Russell then expressed a desire 
to return with him to America if able, to be 
treated by his old friend Dr. Richard Eltin 
oItbi3 city, in whom he had great faith, and 
who he thought was the only doctor who could 
cure him. When Mr. Van Etten started, for 
home, however, Russell was not able to un­ 
dertake the journey. Deceased was a man 
about eighty years of age, and came to this 
place comparatively poor, but while here accu­ 
mulated a large fortune, estimated at some 
two hundred thousand dollars. 
He was a 
man of excellent social qualities, and of ex- 
snsive information; was in every respect a 
sli-mado man, and carved his own fortuuo by 
‘dustry and great natural ability. As illus- 
ativcof one of bis generous qualities, he 
ned a gentleman of this city some four huu- 
d dollars when he was commencing life, as 
says, “poor as a rat,” and asked not a cent 
'ecuritv for it. The old man, as may well 
*uppo3ed, has always been remembered by 
gentleman, who ha3 since prospered in 
world. In fact, to seo his old friend be­ 
be was laid in his grave, was one of the 
ons for bi3 voyage to Scotland in 1872, as 
• before mentioned. 


■ri»e C oncert. 
The concert by the Camilla Urso troupe at 
Washington Hall last evening was all that 
had been prophesied of it and proved wliat 
was claimed before—that it would be the best 
musical entertainment ever given in Rondout. 
The storm undoubtedly prevented many from 
attending who wished to do so, yet the hall 
was comfortably filled, the audieuce being as 
appreciative and interested a one as was 
over drawn tbere. We have no -space this 
morning to make more than a brief comment 
or two on this splendid entertainment, and 
where all was so good we scarcely know 
whether it is ju3t or best to mention particular 
individuals. Still, judging from their reception 
by the audience, we should say that there were 
particular features iu each one’s performance 
especially pleasing. To comment on Madame 
Urso’s violin playing is to express thorough 
and unstinted admiration. The violin, which 
somebody lias said was the most capable of 
representing the human voice, under her deli 
cate manipulation seemed at times indeed al­ 
most to speak. In the “ Rondo Papageno” 
and “ The Witches’ Dance” she gave full scopo 
to her artistic ability aad the wonderful capac­ 
ity of her favorite instrument, while iu the 
simpler airs given on encores she brought 
out a music which seemed 
to 
fiud 
its way right into the heart. “ The Last Rose 
of Summer” is often called “ stale,” yet her 
rendition of it was indescribably sweet. Fully 
and entirely mistress of her art, she handled 
the violin with a firmness yet delicacy and 
grace that was peculiarly charming. Of the 
singing, there was just enough of both the 
more elaborate and the simpler styles to hold 
the interest uuflagging. Miss Abell has a 
very clear, mellow, flexible voice and displayed 
it well in the songs she selected. 
“ Once 
Again ” was her first song, and she had to 
sing once agaiti on an encore, and did it grace 
fully and prettily. “ I Love My Love” bro’t 
out an encore, to which she as pleasantly re­ 
sponded. 
We have heard more powerful 
voices than hers, but few more generally and 
entirely pleasing. Mr. Thomas as a baritone 
showed a highly cultivated voice, which he 
holds perfectly in command and adapts to 
the style of soug lie sings wonderfully well 
lie apparently relishes a little fun and in his 
laughing soug brought down the house. Mr. 
Tjm Karl has, in our opinion, the finest tenor 
voice we ever heard. Its power and richness 
arc wonderful, while lie .handles it with au 
ability that proves bim a well-trained artist. 
Ilis enunciation is perfectly clear and distiuct 
and while he gives the full sentiment of his 
songs he has none of the affectation which too 
offeu spoils a really good performance. Mr. 
Sauret gave some of the finest piano selec­ 
tions we ever listened to, be being a perfect 
master of the keys. We liave heard the opin­ 
ion expressed that ho was the best who had 
been hero since Gottscbalk.and in that opinion 
we concur. 


C o u n ty C ourt a n d C ourt of Sessions. 


J udge W m. L awton, Presiding. 
On Friday morning the case of The People 
vs. Thomas Grady, James Duffy aud Michael 
Malay was taken up. The attorneys were the 
District Attorney for the people and F. L. 
Westbrook for defendants. As before stated, 
this case is for an alleged riot perpetrated by 
the prisoners and others last April in Esopns. 
It seem3 Frank Carr had taught the school 
below the liill in Esopus nearly thirteen years, 
but some of the people wanting another teach­ 
er a man by the name of Shields was employed 
After this there was anottier school meeting, 
and the Trustees elected at such meeting dis­ 
charged Mr. Shields and employed Carr. On 
the 9th of April Carr went up to take posses 
sion of the school, lie managed to get in by 
au entrance in the rear of the building, but 
soon after Shields came with the key and un­ 
locking the door went in. Then a vast crowd 
oí mou and women rushed to the scbool-house, 
among whom were the prisoners. Hard lan 
guage was used against Carr, and he left iu 
search of a Justice of the Peace. He found 
Justice Schryver and demanded that he should 
quell tho riot. Schryver went down and after 
a time the excitement subsided. The defend­ 
ants claim there was no riot as they did not 
assemble together by agreement or form any 
plan to act together for an unlawful purpose. 
The jury rendered a verdict of not guilty. 
The case of Leonard E. Serrine vs. The 
New York, Kingston & Syracuse Railroad 
Company was then tried. The attorneys are 
McD. Van Wagoner for plaintiff and A. Schoon 
maker, Jr., for defendant. This action is 
bronght to recover $123 for one month’s wages 
for services performed by Serrine for the Com 
pany in 1872, at the Higginsville depot, which 
amount the Company refused to pay. Judg­ 
ment was rendered in favor oí the plaintiff for 
the full amount with interest, being $136.63 
The coart then adjoaraed.

making of this affidavit was the final and only 
determination of the Question whether the 
consent of a majority of the tax-payers, rep­ 
resenting a majority of the taxable property, 
had been obtained. 
The Clerk is the 
only officer to whom the writ of certiorari 
will lie. 
I apprehend it was not the 
duty of the County Clerk to swear to contents 
if they did not comply with every one of the 
conditions ot the statute. If they did so com­ 
ply, they were then to be evidence to the Clerk, 
but only evidence not conclusive If the Clerk 
was acting judicially. It was then big duty 
to pass npon the sufficiency of tho evidence 
and of the impeaching or impairing evidence. 
If these consents were obtained by fraud, by 
misrepresentation or bribery, then they were 
not legal consents. If these consents were 
given conditionally there ought to be the right 
to show that the consent was not absolute, 
and a power to decide upon that right. If 
these consents are revocable before final action 
upon tbem, the revocation ought to be per­ 
mitted to be shown.- That they were revoca­ 
ble has been held in the Court of Appeals. If 
none of these things can be sbown under the 
statute in question, if the Clerk is a mere min­ 
isterial officer, with power only to verify the 
acts of the party favoring the creation of a 
debt, without power or authority to recognize 
or to act upon the evidence of the party oppos­ 
ing its creation, then the Legislature must be 
held-to have assumed the exercise of judicial 
power themselves, or to have delegated to one 
portion of the taxable inhabitants of a town 
the power to Impose a debt upon the other 
portion against the will and without the ability 
to invoke the protection of judicial power in 
their behalf. Such a construction is inconsis­ 
tent with constitutional protection, inconsis­ 
tent with our system of jurisprudence, and in­ 
consistent with the previsions in the same act 
in regard to the consents to be obtained in the 
city ot Oswego, where the consents are re­ 
quired first to be obtained by ballot, at an 
election to be held, at which tbe assent of two- 
thirds of the voters are required to be had; 
the election to be held for three successive 
days. And after canvass by the proper offi­ 
cers and a return of the votes to the City 
Clerk, the.Common Council shall theu proceed 
to determine whether two-thirds of such votes 
have been cast for such bonding, aad to make 
such determination final it is required to bo 
signed by all the members present and entered 
in their minutes. Here is judicial action re­ 
quired for the city. It would seem to be 
equally required for the towns. The act itself 
does not expressly direct or define the duty of 
the Clerk, or how he shall proceed iu deter­ 
mining the fact whether or not the consent of 
a majority of the tax-payers, representing a 
majority of the taxable property, has been 
obtained. If, however, judicial power is con- 
terred upon him by tbe act, it follows that the 
authority to act carries with it, by necessary 
implication, the right to examine the evidence 
offered by the opposing narty and to satisfy 
hi3 mind judicially. 
But it is claimed that the constitutional 
question does not arise and cannot be called 
in question, as this is the creation of a debt 
under the taxing power, which is an excep­ 
tion to the rule, inasmuch as the property is 
taken for public use. This, if true, would be 
an exceptiou fairly to be taken and would 
have some force if the case comes within the 
spirit of the law of the right of taxation for 
strictly public purposes. This is well settled 
law. This was recognized in the late case or 
Tbe People vs. Flagg, 46 N. Y., 401, that the 
towns of the state possess such powers in ro 
lation to the imposition and collection of taxes 
as the Legislature confers upon them. That 
was a case for tho making and improving of 
public highways, clearly and confessedly 
public purpose, and that only; and though it 
was said iu that case that the legislation even 
in that case was subject to severe criticism in 
imposing onerous burthens upon tho .people 
against their consent, yet it was held that 
power for such purposes was not restricted by 
the constitution. But the learned Chief Jus­ 
tice remarked: “If the object of the expendi­ 
ture was private, or if the money to bo raised 
was directed to be paid to a private corpo­ 
ration, who wore authorized to use the 
improvements for private gain, the ques­ 
tion, in my judgment, would be quite dif­ 
ferent, and in this respect there is a limit bo- 
yond which legislative power cannot legiti­ 
mately be exercised.” This view of tho Chier 
Justice lias since had further expression in the 
same court in the caso of The People vs. 
Bachellor, reported in Law Journal 23d of 
August, 1873, which was a case of town bond- 
w for a railroad. In this latter case, Grover, 
J.“ after referring to the case of The People 
vs, Flagg, and tho distinction suggested by 
the Chief Justice, says: “It is manifest that 
tho question presented in tbe present case, 
was not determined in that, unless it shall be 
further held that a railroad owned and con­ 
trolled by a corporation, and operated by it 
for the benefit of its stockholders is a public 
highway in tho same sense as tho common 
roads of the county. The towns through 
which tho latter run may be compelled to 
construct and keep tbem in repair for the 
common use of the public. Tho substantial 
question in the present case is, whether they 
may he so compelled to construct and repair 
railroads owned and operated by corpora­ 
tions for tbe benefit of the stockholders. The 
distinction between these two classes of roads 
is clearly takeu and well distinguished in the 
two cases cited. 
Common highways are 
public for all purposes. The use i3 public, 
and taxation for making and keeping them in 
repair is entirely within legislative control 
Railroads are partly public and partly private. 
They arc for a public purpose, so far as tho 
state grants them tho right of emiuent do- 
maint to take and condemn real estate for 
public (not private) uso, “but it is equally 
clear (says Judge Grover) that the property 
acquired by the corporation belongs to it 
exclusively; and its ownership is as absolute 
as that of any private individual of property 
belonging to him. It is also clear that so far 
as the road is operated for the benefit of its 
stockholders the corporation is private 
While tho learned Judge then concedes tho 
power of the Legislature to compel towns to 
construct and maintain improvements of a 
public character, exclusively, “yet (ho says) 
no one claims that an individual could be 
compelled by a statute to exchange his note, 
or bond, or "mortgage (and ho might have 
added a pledge of his real estate) with a rail­ 
road corporation for its stock, against his will, 
npon such terms as may bo prescribed by 
statute.” A railroad corporation, then, a3 we 
draw the rule from these cases, partakes of 
both characters, public and private—public 
as to its frauchisc—private as to its owner­ 
ship of its property and its relations to its 
stockholders. The bonding of the town is for 
its private use. These are the most modern 
views of the court of the highest authority in 
lh¡3 state, and though they do not go to the 
extent of holding to the invalidity of laws for 
bonding towns, it is clearly to bo seen that 
laws for this purpose are to be looked upon 
with great jealbusy, that they do present ques- 
tious of grave importance, inasmuch as upon 
their validity may depend the creation of a 
debt against a town to the extent of 20 per 
cent, of all the taxable property of a town, 
against the will of a large proportion of the 
tax-payers; the avails of which debt is for the 
private use of tbe stockholders of a corpora­ 
tion, It is sufficient for us iu this case to 
bold that a statute conferriug such power, so 
seriously affecting the natural rights and pe­ 
cuniary interests of the citizen, should only 
be permitted to bo carried into effect by tbe 
strictest conformity to the spirit and intent of 
the statute, and such statute should bo held 
to be clearly within the constitutional limits. 
In the language of Allen, J., iu The People vs. 
Smith, 45 New York, 781, “Nothing can be 
taken by implication, and tbe act, as it im­ 
poses a burthen upon the public and in 1 
manner deprives the owner of the full control 
and disposition of his property by giving to 
others the power to encumber it, should 
be strictly construed in favor of the rights 
of the property." 
* 
* 
It is tho right of every one, until legally de­ 
prived of that right, to determine for himself 
to what extent hi3 property shall be jeoparded 
or encumbered for such purposes,” Ac. It is 
seen that the acts in question in this case give 
to the affidavit made by the County Clerk the 
effect of a judgment of a court of reoord. It 
is the last final act prior to tho issuing of 
bonds, which of themselves create a public 
debt upou the towu and impose upon the local 
government the duty to raise money by tax 
to pay the same, with interest thereon. If 
then no judicial authority is created by this 
act, before which the citizen may test the in­ 
tegrity of the proceedings which may impose 
upon him the bnrthen of debt, if he is not al­ 
lowed his day in court, if this statute in its 
provisions proposes to work a change of prop 
erty from one individual to a corporation with 
out the aid of a court or judicial magistrate— 
if, indeed, it is, as claimed, that this statute 
by its own inherent force from the legislative 
power extinguishes the right of the citizen to 
a portion of his property and transfer it to 
another without judicial action of some kind, 
without due process of law, it comes directly 
in conflict with the constitution. Having al­ 
ready intimated that the acts in question did 
confer upon the County Clerk a quasi judicial 
power, and acting upon this assumption, I 
think the Clerk erred In refusing and declin­ 
ing to take or allow proof to be given ia sup­ 


port of the objections of the opponents ot the 
said bonding and refusing to regard tbe affi­ 
davits of the taxpayers 01 the said town filed 
In his office in opposition thereto, and in re­ 
fusing to consider or to allow the withdrawal 
of the consents of said taxpayers filed in bis 
office, and in deciding and holding that he 
had no power to tako other proof than that of 
the consents filed in his said office of said 
bonding and the acknowledgment written 
upon such consents. 
But if we are wrong in ouY views upon the 
construction of the constitution and of statutes 
passed for this purpose I think there is not 
sufficient legal evidence appearing upon the 
consents of taxable inhabitants of said town 
filed to prove that a majority of such taxpayer», 
representing a majority of the taxable proper­ 
ty 0! the town, had given their consent.— 
Among these petitioners consenting is “ Tbe 
Delaware* Hudson Canal Company,” repre­ 
sented upon the assessment roll by the title 
“ President, Managers of the Delaware <fc 
Hudson Canal Company," as being assessed 
for real estate to the amount of $250,620. 
The petition in this case is signed “ Tbe Del­ 
aware A Hudson Canal Co., by Geo. Talbot 
Olyphant, Pres’t p. t., attested by a seal and 
witnessed, “Charles P. Hartt, Treasurer.” The 
acknowledgment is made before a Notary 
Public by the witness Charles P. Hartt, who 
deposed to his resideuce being in the city and 
county of New York “ and that ho is Ireas- 
urer of said corporation, that he was person­ 
ally present at the execution of tho above* 
written indenture,{and saw the common and 
corporate seal of the said President, Mana­ 
gers and Company of The Delaware & Hud­ 
son Canal Company affixed thereto, and tbe 
seal so affixed thereto is the common and 
corporate seal of the President,Managers and 
Company of the Delaware <Sc Hudson Canal 
Company, that the above written indenture 
was duly sealed and delivered by, as and for 
the act "and deed of tbe said “ The President, 
Managers and Company of the Delaware & 
Hudson Canal Company" for the uses and 
purposes therein mentioned; that the name 
of deponent subscribed to the said deed as 
Treasurer of the said corporation in attesta­ 
tion of the due execution aud delivery of said 
deed, is of this deponent’s own proper and re- 
spectivehandwriting; and that the name of 
George Talbot Olyphant, Pres’t. p. t. of said 
corporation, also subscribed to said de&j in 
attestation of the due execution and delivery 
thereof, was so subscribed In this de- 
pouents' preseuce, 
and is 
the 
said 
George 
Talbot 
Olyphant’s 
own 
proper, 
respective 
handwriting.” 
The 
statute requires that these consents shall bo 
proved or acknowledged in the same manner 
a3 conveyances of real estate are proved or 
acknowledged. This acknowledgment is de­ 
fective in several particulars. The County 
Clerk received it as good and sufficient. There 
is no evidence that the petitioner, “ The Del­ 
aware A Hudson Canal Co.,” is a corpora­ 
tion. If we may infer from the proof of ac­ 
knowledgment without other proof that the 
President,Managers and Company of The Del­ 
aware A Hudson Canal Company who made 
the acknowledgment is identical with “ The 
Delaware A Hudson Canal Company,” there is 
still no legal proof that cither is a corpora­ 
tion, except as it is to be inferred from the 
proof before the Notary Public that the seal 
affixed to the consent is the common and cor­ 
porate seal of “ the President, Managers aud 
Company of The Delaware & Hudson Canal 
Company.” The existence of a corpor tion 
was in no other manner proved. This is ne­ 
cessary. (Swinband vs. Aldrich, 6 N. II., 209; 
7 Com. R., 219). No authority was shown 
that the corporation possessed the power to 
execute such a consent. This was necessary, 
id., the affixing of a corporate seal to an in­ 
strument requires an express authorization for 
that purpose. (Johusou vs. Bush, 3 Barb 
Ch. R. 239, 240; Hoyt vs. Thompson, 5 N. 
A'., 320; Worrall vs. Munn, id. 229; 6 Serg A 
Rawle 12). The affixing of a corporate seal 
to an instrument, even where the officer affix­ 
ing it is entrusted with its custody, is not even 
prima facie evidence of his right to fix it to 
the particular instrument. Thi3 fact is neces­ 
sary to be established before the officer who 
take3 the acknowledgment. 
(Johuson vs. 
Bush, supra). There is 110 evidence that any 
resolution had been passed by the corporation 
to authorize the execution of* such au iustru 
ment, or any instrument. This is necessary. 
(Authorities supra). There is 110 evidence 
that George Talbot Olyphant is au officer or 
even a member of the corporation. There is 
no evidence that he is the President. His 
signature, “ Prest, p. 
doos not prove it, 
but tho contrary. If we may assume that 
these abbreviations express, or represent, that 
he is the President pro tern, there is no evi­ 
dence that the President pro tern has any au­ 
thority to act, and it does not prove the ab­ 
sence of the real President. He is not shown 
to have the real custody of the seal or the 
right to use it. Aud the “ using it for the 
purposes therein mentioned” does not prove 
It to bo the purpose of tho corporation; it 
may be only bis own individual or private pur­ 
pose. Neither President or other officer of a 
corporation have power to do any act requir­ 
ing the use of the corporate seal without the 
assent and authority of the Board of Directors. 
(Hoyt vs. Thompson, supra 320, 334). The 
modern cases iu the Court of Appeals enjoin 
upon us the necessity of construiug theso 
statutes, which have for their object the divest­ 
ing of tbe citizen of liis estate against bis 
will, with a jealous watchfulness, and to give 
them that strict construction which is given to 
all statutes which are in derogation of the 
natural rights of the citizen—statutes which 
confer extraordinary power upon specially con­ 
structed tribunals, and which impose burthens 
upon the public to favor corporations. 
A statute which thu3 deprives the citizen 
and the public of the ordinary safeguards of 
protection to right3 of property in the ordinary 
courts, and deprives them of all opportunity 
of a judicial hearing and defence, is greatly 
obnoxious to a fair system of jurisprudence. 
1 am therefore of opinion that the consent of 
this corporation—if it be one -or of this tax­ 
payer by whatever name or title it may appear 
upou the assessment roll ot the town of Roch­ 
ester, was not obtained according to the pro­ 
visions of the statutes in quostion. (See The 
People vs. Smith, 45 N. Y., 772; Same vs. 
Halbert, 46 N. Y., 110; Same vs. Knowles, 
47 N. Y., 415). If we are right iu 
this view of construction and as to 
the defect in tb¡3 amount, the proceed­ 
ing must be without jurisdiction. 
Tho 
amount of this assessment alone exceeds 
nearly three times the majority of the amount 
of property claimed to be m favor of creating 
the liability, and for this objection alone the 
proceeding might be declared null and void. 
But this case is not the only one Tound to 
be defective in its non-compliance with the 
demands'of the statute as interpreted in the 
last throe cited cases. Fifty-eight names are 
found upon tho assessment roll, and which arc 
counted as names giving their consents, which 
do not correspond with tbe names signed to 
the consents themselves, the difference being 
by the addition or omission of one or more 
middle letters in the name, or such an en­ 
tirely different spelling of the name as to 
create uncertainty as to the identity of person, 
and entire omission of proof of the identity 
or the person. Tbe difference between the 
assessment roll and consent is as follows, to 
wit: Maria B. Broadhead with Maria Broad- 
head; Simon Bush with Simon D. Bush; Bar- 
nus Gross with Barney Croose; Jacobu3 V. 
Coddington with Joshua V. TV. Coddington; 
Benjamin Collier with Benjamin S. Calier; 
Maria Davenport (wid.) with Mary Davenport; 
William Danu with William F. Dan (the affi­ 
davit prove» the consent of William F. Dann); 
James Dunn with James F. W. Dunn: Thomas 
McDonick for Thomas I. McDolen; John T. 
Osterhout with Jonathan Osterbout; Isaiah for 
Isaac; GeorgeSchoonmakcr with A. S. Schoon- 
maker; Stephen Y. Warrens with S. V. R. 
Ward, Ac., Ac. 
These names cannot be allowed as the same 
names without proof of identity. If disal­ 
lowed, as they should be by the rule (The Peo­ 
ple vs. Ilulbert, supra), then the proceeding 
is void for want of jurisdiction in obtaining a 
majority of names. 
There are various other technical objections, 
some of which seem also to be good, bul I re­ 
gard those already received as sufficient to 
justify a reversal of the proceedings without 
cost.(Copy of opinion.)
